Sirs: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  submit  to  you  the  Fourth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network  Commission, 

On  the  following  pages  the  report  details  PPTN’s  many  accomplishments 
during  the  1971-72  fiscal  year.  One  was  the  launching  of  its  full  time 
service  over  the  permanent  microwave  system  - with  15  hours  a day  of 
programming,  6 days  a week,  and  8 hours  on  Sunday.  The  Commission 
can  now  focus  attention  on  increased  programming  to  serve  the  needs  of 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Network  also  initiated  steps  on  implementing  a broadcast  training 
program  for  minority  group  members  and  women.  The  program  is  designed 
to  increase  the  number  of  minorities  working  in  the  broadcast  industry. 

Created  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1968,  the  Commission  was 
given  tremendous  responsibilities.  During  its  short  life  the  Commission 
has  met  the  charge  to  facilitate  development  of  a responsible  and  re- 
sponsive statewide  public  television  system,  and  to  afford  maximum 
protection  from  extraneous  interference  and  control. 

The  Commission  appreciates  the  support  provided  by  you  - the  Governor 
and  the  General  Assembly  - during  the  past  years.  And  we  look  forward 
to  the  contimed-sjjpport  of  the  entire  Commonwealth  as  we  further  demon- 
strate the  Values  of  ph£>lic  television  to  all  Pennsylvanians.

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During  its  four  years  of  existence 
the  PPTN  Commission  has 
played  a major  role  in  improving 
public  television  service  to 
Pennsylvanians  — and  with  the 
improvement  there  has  been  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  persons  turning  to  public 
television  programming. 
Viewership  increased  by  48%  in 
several  Pennsylvania  viewing 
areas.  A 1971  nationwide  survey 
showed  an  increase  in  viewers  of 
36%  over  a three  year  period. 

The  Audience 

Over  4,500,000  Pennsylvanians 
are  now  regular  viewers  of  public 
television  programs  (based  on 
1971  audience  survey  figures). 

Of  the  PPTN  audience,  29 
percent  are  children  under  the 
age  of  15;  of  adults,  48  percent 
are  men  and  52  percent  are 
women;  43  percent  are  high 
school  graduates,  28  percent 
have  been  to  college,  and  15 
percent  are  college  graduates. 


A Year  of  Progress 


Public  television  is  available  to 
virtually  all  Pennsylvania  TV 
households  either  by  direct 
off-air  reception,  from  one  of  16 
translators  relaying  station 
signals,  or  from  one  of  280 
community  antenna  systems 
which  carry  public  television 
station  signals.  Thus,  96  percent 
of  all  Pennsylvanians  have  access 
to  public  television.  It  is  worth 
noting  that  some  5 million 
persons  in  Delaware,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  Maryland,  Ohio  and 
West  Virginia  also  receive 
programs  aired  by  PPTN  member 
stations. 

Greater  Service  ...  To 
Schools  . . . To  The  Public  . . To 
Flood  Victims  . . . 

The  1971-72  fiscal  year  marked 
the  first  year  of  full  time 
Network  Operations  with  greatly 
increased  service  to  schools  and 
citizens  at  home. 

For  the  first  time  Instructional 
Television  (ITV)  courses  were 
distributed  statewide.  During  the 
school  year  thirty  weeks  of  on- 
air  broadcasts  were  offeredAvith 
each  program  being  repeated  at 
least  once  and  in  some  instances 
6 times  during  a week. 


The  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education  recognized  that  the 
improved  technology  eased 
scheduling  difficulties  and  that 
teachers  now  found  it  possible  to 
use  instructional  television 
material  in  their  classes  whenever 
needed. 

The  Commission  is  happy  to 
note  that  “The  Governor’s 
Review  of  Government 
Management”  found  no  serious 
fault  with  the  Commission’s 
operation.  In  fact,  it  noted  that 
good  business  practices  are  being 
followed  and  programming  in  the 
public  area  is  improving  despite  a 
scarcity  of  funds.  The  Network 
did  a few  programs  covering 
events  such  as  the  opening  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  a couple 
of  messages  by  the  Governor,  but 
found  it  impossible  to  fund 
regular  programs  about 
Pennsylvania  — its  public  issues 
and  its  cultural  life. 

PPTN  demonstrated  its  value  to 
the  Commonwealth  when  the 
disastrous  June  flood  struck. 
Through  the  facilities  of  the 
Network  and  its  affiliate  stations 
the  Governor  and  other  State 
Officers  were  able  to 
communicate  vital  information 
to  flood  victims  literally  cut  off 
from  the  rest  of  the  State.

Commission  Changes 

There  were  some  changes  in 
Commission  membership  during 
the  past  year.  The  new  Secretary 
of  Education,  John  C.  Pittenger, 
replaced  Dr.  David  H.  Kurtzman, 
the  former  Education  Secretary, 
on  the  Commission.  Mr.  Jay  Leff 
joined  the  Commission  upon 
replacing  Mr.  Theodore  L.  Hazlett 
Jr.,  Esq.  as  Chairman  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Council  on  the 
Arts. 

Governor  Milton  Shapp 
appointed  Mr.  Lee  J.  Gray  as  the 
Commission’s  representative  of 
private  education  to  replace 
Sister  Mary  Jane  Scully, 

President,  Carlow  College,  who 
resigned  because  her  other  duties 
required  all  her  time  and 
energies. 

The  Governor  also  nominated 
and  sent  to  the  Senate  for 
approval  the  names  of  Mrs. 

Martin  L.  Murray, 

Mechanicsburg,  member  of  the 
National  Friends  of  Public 
Television;  Mr.  Leonard  Williams, 
Bethlehem,  public  affairs 
department  of  Bethlehem  Steel 
Corporation,  and  Mr.  Frederick 
E.  Leuschner,  Harrisburg,  public 
relations  director,  Pennsylvania 
State  Education  Association. 


Looking  Ahead  . . . 

PPTN’s  future  looks  much 
brighter  as  it  enters  its  fifth  year 
of  operation.  There  will  be  funds 
available  to  carry  out  many  more 
activities  the  Commission  was 
created  to  do.  Plans  for  regular 
programs  about  Pennsylvania  are 
now  being  developed.  The 
Network’s  affiliate  stations  are 
sharing  in  the  production  of  a 
new  series  entitled  “People, 
Places,  Things,  Now.”  The  36 
week  series  is  devoted  to  4 major 
categories:  The  Governor  and  the 
Administration;  the  Legislature; 
important  state-wide  issues,  and 
Commonwealth  cultural  events. 

The  programs  will  include  a visit 
with  big  winners  in  the  state 
lottery,  investigation  of  property 
taxes  as  revenue  for  funding 
schools,  art  beyond  the  museum, 
life  behind  bars,  a brand  new 
plan  for  re-using  strip  mining 
pits,  symphony  concerts,  theatre 
and  interviews  with  key 
lawmakers. 


The  Commission’s  affirmative 
action  plan  and  minority  training 
program  is  now  in  operation.  The 
program  provides  meaningful 
training  so  that  in  another  year 
or  so  minorities  will  be  better 
represented  in  th  ' industry.  The 
total  plan  includes  broad  range 
training  opportunities  at  all  public 
television  locations.  The  training 
program  is  planned  on  a year’s 
basis  and,  if  funds  are  available, 
will  be  continued  indefinitely. 

The  quality  and  scope  of  PPTN 
will  keep  on  improving  to  serve 
the  growing  number  of  viewers  in 
the  Commonwealth.  Public 
television  has  proven  in 
communities  across  the  nation 
that  it  can  make  a difference  as 
evidenced  by  recent  programs  on 
drugs  and  VD. 

PPTN  proposes  to  build  on  such 
successes  and  meet  other  needs  — 
particularly  those  needs  which 
are  of  special  and  exclusive 
concern  to  Pennsylvanians. 
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The  Commission’s  Year 
in  Summary  1971-72 


The  Commission  managed  to 
move  steadily  toward  a full-time, 
complete, Network  system.  Many 
problems  remained  due  to 
insufficient  funding,  and  the 
prospect  for  regular  programs 
about  Pennsylvania  were  in 
doubt. 


September  15,  1971  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1)  Heard  the  report  that  the  last 
three  links  of  the  statewide 
microwave  system  would  be 
completed  in  three  days. 

2)  Considered  a Network 
Operations  Committee 
forecast  that  the  network 
would  have  to  close  early  in 
the  year  under  reduced 
funding  advised  by  the  Budget 
Office  unless  the  Commission 
prepared  a new  budget  to 
carry  the  Network  through 
twelve  months. 

3)  Unanimously  approved  a 
re-budget  for  1971-72  by 
cutting  budget  figures  to  meet 
the  Budget  Office’s 
recommendations. 

4)  Received  the  report  that  the 
Department  of  Education, 
even  with  a cut  in  its 
appropriation,  would  allocate 
funds  at  the  previous  year’s 
level  to  each  station  for 
operational  support. 


5)  Unanimously  approved  an 
agreement  with  the  Office  of 
Administration  authorizing  it 
to  serve  as  the  Commission’s 
representative  in  all  matters 
related  to  collective 
bargaining. 

6}  Unanimously  approved  a 
1972-73  budget  for  three 
million  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 


September  27,  1971  . . . 

The  network  launched  its  first 
full-time  service  over  the 
permanent  microwave  system  — 
fifteen  hours  a day  of 
programming  six  days  a week 
and  eight  hours  on  Sunday, 
including  over  fifty  hours  of 
instructional  programs  for 
classroom  use. 


December  1,  1971  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1)  Heard  the  report  that  facilities 
and  equipment  for  the 
Network  were  complete  except 
for  the  automated  switcher 
which  would  be  completed  in 
two  weeks.  The  technical  staff 
was  short-handed  due  to 
recruiting  problems  and  the 
hiring  freeze,  but  the  staff 
should  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  December. 

2)  Took  initial  steps  on  an 
Executive  Directive, 
“Implementation  of  the 
Commitment  Toward  Equal 
Rights”,  by  outlining  minority 
group  and  female 
representation  on  the  Network 
staff  and  noting  that  funds 
were  requested  for  1972-73  to 
institute  a television  broadcast 
training  program  for  minority 
group  members  and  women. 

3)  Reviewed  the  1972-73  budget 
request  and  approved  a 
priority  listing  for  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

4)  Noted  that,  on  the  national 
scene,  the  Corporation  for 
Public  Broadcasting  was  faced 
with  similar  problems  — lack 
of  funding  and  no  long-term 
authorization  bill. 
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March  1,  1972  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1)  Heard  the  report  that  the 
Networkwould  be  operating 
eight  hours  a day,  seven  days  a 
week,  during  the  summer,  and 
that  a full-time  fifteen  hour  a 
day  schedule  was  planned  for 
the  coming  year  beginning  in 
September. 

2)  Unanimously  approved  a 
“Programming  Policy  on 
Programs  of  a Controversial 
Nature.” 

3)  Approved  the  issuance  of 
five-year  station  support  grant 
agreements,  certifying  that 
grants  would  be  made  each 
year  to  the  stations  rather 
than  continue  on  an  uncertain 
basis. 

4)  Heard  a report  on  new  Federal 
Communications  Commission 
rules  for  Cable  Television  and 
their  possible  impact  on  public 
television. 

5)  Approved  a telegram  to  be 
sent  to  the  Congress 
demonstrating  Commission 
support  of  the  National 
Association  of  Educational 
Broadcasters’position  on 
federal  long-range  financing  of 
public  broadcasting. 


June  7, 1972  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1)  Directed  that  a training 
program  for  minority  group 
members  and  women  be 
designed  and  presented  to  the 
Commission  for  approval. 

2)  Approved  calling  for  bids  on 
the  lease  of  station  and 
Network  color  television 
equipment  pending  sufficient 
funding  for  1972-73. 

3)  Approved  a supplemental 
microwave  service  agreement 
to  provide  private  line  and 
teletypewriter  services  at  a 
cost  substantially  below  the 
systems  presently  in  use. 

4)  Approved  a re-budget  for 
1972-73  based  on  the 
Governor’s  Budget  Request  of 
three  million  three  hundred 
and  twenty  eight  thousand 
dollars. 

5)  Noted  that  the  “Governor’s 
Review  — 1972”  found  that 
“ . . . good  business  practices 
are  being  followed  and 
programming  in  the  public 
area  is  improving  despite  a 
scarcity  of  funds,”  and 
“Instructional  television  in  the 
basic  education  sector  is 
good.” 


Supported  two 
recommendations  of  the 
Review:  to  revise  the  school 
code  to  eliminate  possible 
duplication  of  existing  station 
and  Network  facilities;  and  to 
expand  two  Network 
sub-committees  to  include  the 
network  Director  of  Program 
Operations. 

Agreed  that,  on  the  third 
recommendation,  it  is  not  in 
the  best  interest  of  the 
Commission  or  public 
television  to  follow  the 
reviewer’s  recommendation  to 
reduce  Commission 
membership. 

6)  Heard  a report  on  the  national 
scene:  that  the  House  voted  an 
appropriation  authorization  to 
the  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting  that  still  awaits 
Senate  and  Presidential  action; 
and  that  Commission  member 
Joseph  Hughes  had  been 
re-nominated  by  the  President 
to  another  term  on  the  CPB 
Board  of  Directors. 

With  the  technical  and 
operational  systems  of  the 
Network  operating  on  a full-time 
basis  the  Commission  began  to 
focus  increased  attention  on 
programming  services  to  meet 
the  needs  of  Pennsylvanians. 
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During  the  1971-72  fiscal  year, 
PPTN  was  without  funds  for 
programs  to  be  produced  by  the 
member  stations.  Despite  this 
handicap,  the  Network  did  attain 
full  Microwave  interconnection 
in  September,  1971  and 
inaugurated  full  distribution 
service  to  all  stations  for  the  fall 
in-school  schedule. 

The  permanent  Microwave 
system  allows  Pennsylvania’s 
seven  public  television  stations  to 
be  fed  programs  simultaneously 
from  any  point  on  the  Network. 
The  sophisticated  automated 
equipment  in  the  Network 
Operations  Center  is  capable  of 
providing  two  or  three 
simultaneous  feeds,  national  and 
regional  network  program 
distribution,  repeat  and  delay 
broadcast  facilities  and  the 
sharing  of  programs  on  a 
one-to-one  or  one-to-multiple 
basis. 

The  number  of  PPTN  program 
offerings  and  hours  of 
origination  for  the  year  were 
impressive  and  exceeded 
projected  estimates  and  will 
increase  significantly  in  the  next 
year.  On  an  average,  each  station 
received  45%  of  its  ITV  schedule 
and  85%  of  its  evening  and 
weekend  schedule  via  PPTN. 
Approximately  65%  of  all 
programming  carried  by  each 
station  is  delivered  at  the  time  of 
station  broadcast. 


Programming  Rep 


In  September,  1971, 
instructional  programming  was 
distributed  statewide  for  the  first 
time.  The  ITV  program  schedule 
includes  a broad  spectrum  of 
subjects  at  almost  all  grade  levels. 
The  programs  were  selected  by 
the  network’s  ITV  program 
committee  made  up  of  station 
representatives,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education’s  communications 
coordinator.  Each  station’s 
schedule  of  in-school 
programming  is  complimented 
with  their  own  locally-produced 
instructional  programs,  and  other 
courses  selected  to  meet  area 
needs. 

In  thirty  weeks  of  in-school 
programming,  PPTN  distributed 
24  ITV  series  between  the  hours 
of  8:30  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m. 
Throughout  the  schedule,  each 
program  in  a series  was  repeated 
at  least  once,  and  in  some 
instances  six  times  during  a 
week.  For  the  annual  fall  ITV 
previews,  traditionally  scheduled 
in  late  November,  PPTN 
videotaped  35  programs  and 
scheduled  station  feed  requests 
the  three  days  preceding  the 
Thanksgiving  holiday.  These 
figures  in  program  offerings  and 
feeds  are  being  surpassed  in  the 
current  year.

The  lack  of  programming  funds 
from  the  PPTN  appropriation 
necessitated  postponing  all 
state-funded  production  plans. 
Several  sources,  including  many 
commercial  stations,  provided 
unsolicited  funds  to  produce  for 
statewide  broadcast  the 
Governor’s  Budget  and  State  of 
the  State  messages  and  several 
special  Legislative  sessions. 
Eturing  the  crucial  days  of  and 
weeks  following  the  June  flood, 
stations  in  the  affected  areas 
contributed  time  to  provide 
emergency  and  informative 
programming  to  their 
communities. 

Throughout  the  year,  there  were 
a limited  number  of  Pennsylvania 
produced  programs.  However, 
most  stations  were  able  to  secure 
funds  independently  for  specific 
program  projects.  Listed  on  the 
following  pages  are 
station-produced  programs  and 
programs  secured  from  outside 
sources  which  PPTN  distributed 
during  the  1971-72  fiscal  year. 

With  the  full  allocation  of 
programming  funds  in  the 
1972-73  appropriation,  PPTN 
has  approved  and  scheduled 
programs  for  a new  series 
“People,  Places,  Things,  Now.” 
The  series  premiered  statewide 
on  Friday,  January  26,  1973.

Flood  Disaster 


The  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network 
provided  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  with 
flood  information  as  it  was  needed  during  the 
recovery  period. 

A daily  PPTN  program  from  WPSX-TV,  Penn 
State,  “State  of  the  Weather,”  informed 
Pennsylvania  residents  of  the  course  of  the 
impending  disaster  of  hurricane  Agnes.  For  several 
days  residents  were  kept  informed  on  river  depths 
throughout  the  State. 

When  disaster  struck,  Governor  Milton  Shapp 
delivered  a special  report  to  Pennsylvania  residents 
on  state  aid  to  flood  victims. 

Through  the  facilities  of  PPTN  and  WITF-TV, 
Hershey,  the  Governor  was  able  to  reach  flood 
victims  literally  cut-off  from  the  rest  of  the  State. 
The  Hershey  station  was  also  on  the  air  for  10 
continuous  days  as  a clearinghouse  for 
information. 

There  were  programs  on  how  to  proceed  with 
clean-up  and  health  protection,  and  reports  from 
Civil  Defense  officials  on  what  precautions  to  take 
when  re-entering  flooded  areas  and  homes. 

On  another  program,  Pennsylvania  officials 
answered  questions  on  how  to  apply  for  financial 
aid,  insurance  claims,  etc. 

The  communities  of  Scranton  and  Wilkes-Barre, 
one  of  the  hardest  hit  areas,  were  given  flood 
information  through  WVIA-TV.  The  station  also 
came  to  the  aid  of  the  flooded-out  commercial 
station  WBRE-TV  by  lending  them  a camera  and 
other  equipment  to  operate  from  their  own 
transmitter.  Many  of  the  programs  were  not  only 
carried  by  local  public  TV  stations,  but  were 
offered  and  broadcast  over  40  commercial  radio 
and  18  TV  stations  throughout  the  State.

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A YEAR  OF  PROGRESS 

We  feel,  the  people  of 
Pennsylvania,  as  well  as  the 
legislature  that  created  it  can  be 
justly  proud  of  the 
accomplishments  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  Commission. 

During  its  short  life  the  Network 
has  developed  a statewide 
broadcasting  system  that  has 
become  a vital  part  of  public 
broadcasting  in  Pennsylvania. 

Programming 

For  the  first  time  in  its  5 year 
development  PPTN  had  funds  to 
begin  fulfilling  its  programming 
mandate.  A 36  week  series 
broadcast  throughout  the  state 
featured  Pennsylvania  cultural 
events,  examination  of  statewide 
issues  and  problems  and  in 
addition,  offered  both  majority 
and  minority  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  an 
opportunity  to  express 
themselves  to  Pennsylvanians 
throughout  the  entire 
Commonwealth.  Only  PPTN  has 
afforded  members  of  the 
legislature  this  worthwhile 
alternative  which  is  not 
provided  regularly  by 
commercial  TV  stations 
statewide. 

Overall,  PPTN  increased  its 
number  of  program  feeds  as  well 
as  its  hours  of  operation. 


Minority  Training 

Responding  to  the  spirit  and 
concept  of  affirmative  action 
the  Commission  designed  a 
public  television  training 
program  for  minority  groups  and 
women  The  plan  includes  3 
basic  elements:  (1)  maintenance 
of  equal  opportunity  in 
employment  (2)  aggressive 
seeking  out  of  potential  minority 
and  women  candidates  to  fill  job 
openings  as  they  occur  and  (3) 
support  of  a training  program 
designed  to  increase  the  supply 
of  qualified  minority  applicants 
and  women  for  broadcasting  jobs. 

The  plan  includes  a broad  range 
of  training  opportunities  at  all 
public  television  locations  in 
Pennsylvania. 

Ascertainment  Plans 

An  extensive  ascertainment  plan 
which  will  provide  goals  and 
priorities  for  the  next  10  years 
was  implemented  this  past  year. 
The  Network,  through  meetings 
with  various  groups  and 
organizations  involved  with 
culture,  health,  business, 
industry,  and  government,  etc., 
will  prepare  a report  on  what  the 
public  feels  PPTN  should  be 
accomplishing  in  the  next  decade. 

Union  Activity 

The  clerical  personel  at  PPTN 
voted  NO  on  the  question  of 
AFSCME  representation  while 
the  engineering  personel  voted 
YES  on  AFSCME  representation 
for  collective  bargaining  for 
technical  employees  of  the 
Network. 


Commission  Changes 

Lloyd  Kaiser,  President,  WQED- 
TV  Pittsburgh  and  presently  the 
president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Educational 
Broadcasters  (NAEB)  was 
unanimously  elected  Chairman 
of  the  Network  Operations 
Committee  for  1973.  Mr.  Kaiser 
succeeds  Mr.  Warren  Kraetzer, 
who  has  served  as  Chairman  for 
the  past  four  years  by  unanimous 
agreement. 

On  December  5,  1972,  Governor 
Shapp  made  the  following 
interim  appointments  to  the 
Commission:  Mrs.  Martin  L. 
Murray  vice  George  L Stearns, 
Mr.  Frederick  E.  Leuschner  vice 
General  J.  Harry  LaBrum,  and 
Mr.  Leonard  B.  Williams  vice 
Harold  Friedman. 

Mrs.  Murray,  finding  her  other 
duties  and  family  required  all 
her  time  and  energies, 
unfortunately  had  to  resign  from 
the  Commission.  Mr.  Williams 
also  had  to  resign  because  of  a 
job  transfer  to  another  state. 

Senator  Stanley  G.  Stroup 
replaced  former  Senator  William 
G.  Sesler  as  the  minority 
appointee  of  the  Senate.  And 
Senator  Louis  G.  Hill  replaced 
Senator  Clyde  R Dengler  as  the 
majority  appointee  of  the  Senate. 


THE  COMMISSION  S YEAR 
IN  SUMMARY  1972-73 

The  Commission  entered  the 
1972-73  fiscal  year  focusing 
increased  attention  on 
programming  services  to  meet 
the  needs  of  all  Pennsylvanians. 
The  General  Assembly  had  not 
settled  the  funding  level  yet,  but 
the  Commission  was  optimistic. 

September  6, 1972  . . . 

The  Commission 

1.  Heard  a report  that  the  1972-73 
PPTN  appropriation  bill 
remained  in  the  Senate 
Appropriations  Committee. 

2.  Heard  a report  on  the  national 
scene  from  Mr.  Joseph  Hughes 
that  the  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting  JCPB)  saw 
changes  in  its  chairman  and 
president.  Mr.  Hughes,  as 
chairman  of  the  CPB  Long- 
Range  Financing  Committee 
also  commented  on  the 
Presidents  recent  veto  of  the 
CPB  bill  and  its  implications. 


3.  Heard  a report  on  what  the 
NAEB  is  doing  in  support  of 
the  Long-Range  Finance 
Committee,  from  Mr.  Lloyd 
Kaiser,  Chairman  of  the 
National  Association  of 
Educational  Broadcasters 
(NAEB)  board  of  directors.  He 
said  the  finance  committee  will 
be  trying  to  systematically 
determine  the  station's  needs 
and  will  then  try  to  get  the 
dollars  and  manpower  behind 
it  by  achieving  long  range 
finance  legislation. 

4.  Agreed  to  use  the  Network 
capability  to  interconnect 
public  radio  as  the  need  arises, 
and  that  a modest  amount  be 
added  to  the  1973-74  budget 
for  this  item,  subject  to 
Commission  approval  and 
subject  to  legislative  funding. 

5.  Heard  a programming  report 
which  projects  the  schedule 
for  the  current  fiscal  year 
showing  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  feeds,  in  the  number 
of  programs  and  in  the  hours 
of  operation. 


6.  Heard  a report  from  the 
Network  Operations  Committee 
on  programming  priorities. 

The  priorities  were  not  set  in 
any  particular  order  although 
the  committee  felt  the  thrust 
for  fiscal  year  '73  should  be 
oriented  to  the  Commonwealth 
and  should  focus  on 

(1)  programs  with  the 
Administration,  Governor, 
Cabinet  members,  regarding 
problems  of  the  State 

(2)  programs  featuring 
members  of  the  legislature  so 
that  we  are  all  more  aware  of 
the  problems  on  both  sides  of 
the  aisle,  (3)  cultural  arts  and 
the  like,  and  (4]  issue  oriented 
programs  such  as  hearings  and 
documentaries. 

7.  Approved  the  endorsement  of 
HEW  facilities  grants  to 
WPSX,  University  Park,  WVIA 
Scranton/Wilkes-Barre,  and 
WQLN,  Erie. 

8.  Reviewed  the  minority  training 
program  project  and  heard 
comments  from  the  operations 
committee  that  it  should 
encompass  a wide  spectrum 

of  training  and  not  purely 
engineering. 


December  6, 1972  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1.  Heard  a report  on  the  progress 
of  the  1973-74  budget  request. 
The  increase  in  requested 
funds  for  1973-74  is  needed 
due  to  the  lease  of  new 
equipment  for  the  stations.  The 
bulk  of  the  increase  except  for 
inflationary  increase  is 
earmarked  for  programming. 

2.  Noted  that  WPSX  had  received 
an  HEW  grant  for 
improvement  of  its  facilities. 

3.  Heard  a report  on  PPTN’s 
program  schedule  which 
included  a new  series  entitled 
“People,  Places,  Things,  Now.” 
The  new  series  will  bring  to 
the  attention  of  the  people  the 
problems  of  its  executive  and 
legislative  branches  of  state 
government  as  well  as 
featuring  the  performing  arts 
in  Pennsylvania  and  some 
specials. 


4.  Approved  the  training 
program  for  minority  groups 
and  women. 

The  plan  includes  three  basic 
elements: 

1.  Maintenance  of  equal 
opportunity  in  employment. 

2.  Aggressive  seeking  out  of 
potential  minority  and 
women  candidates  to  fill  job 
openings  as  they  occur. 

3.  Support  of  a training 
program  designed  to 
increase  the  supplies  of 
qualified  minority  and 
women  applicants  for 
broadcasting  jobs. 

It  was  felt  that  the  main 
contribution  the  commission 
could  make  in  terms  of 
affirmative  action  and  minority 
employment  is  in  the  area  of 
training  people  for  positions 
in  broadcasting. 

5.  Noted  that  Mr.  Hughes  of  the 
Commission  presented  four 
awards  on  behalf  of  the 
Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting  (CPB)  to  WITF, 
Hershey,  in  connection  with 
their  series  “All  About 
Welfare.” 


March  1, 1973  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1.  Welcomed  two  new  members 
to  the  Commission:  Mrs. 

Martin  L.  Murray  and  Mr. 
Leonard  B.  Williams. 

2.  Noted  that  the  Network 
personel  is  at  the  full 
approved  level:  20  full  time 
and  two  part  time  employees. 

3.  Noted  that  PPTN’s  new 
program  series  “People,  Places, 
Things,  Now,”  is  following  the 
ground  rules  set  forth  in  the 
“Programming  Priorities, 
Policies  and  Procedures” 
adopted  by  the  Commission 

to  provide  fair  balanced 
objective  programming. 

4.  Heard  a report  that  the 
Network  Operations 
Committee  is  extremely 
excited  about  the  minority 
training  programs.  WQLN, 
Erie;  WPSX,  University  Park; 
WLVT,  Allentown/ 

Bethlehem;  WITF,  Hershey; 
WQED,  Pittsburgh,  and 
WHYY,  Philadelphia  all  report 
that  they  are  training  minority 
personel  in  various  areas  of 
broadcasting.  PPTN  plans  to 
train  two  individuals  in 
technical  work. 
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Mr.  Leonard  received  a letter 
from  Lionel  Monagas,  Director 
of  Minority  Affairs,  NAEB.  Mr. 
Monagas  feels  PPTN  and  its 
stations  are  setting  new 
standards  in  minority  training. 

5.  Heard  a report  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Policy  & 
Planning  Committee,  Dr.  John 

O.  Hershey.  The  committee 
has  planned  a "PPTN 
Ascertainment  Project"  which 
involves  meeting  with  various 
groups  and  organizations  in 
order  to  seek  their  ideas  of 
what  they  feel  the  Network 
should  be  accomplishing  over 
the  next  10  years.  From  this 
project  the  committee  will 
prepare  a plan  setting  up 
general  goals  and  then  spell 
out  specific  goals  for  each  year. 


June  14,  1973  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1.  Noted  that  the  PPTN 

Appropriation  bill  (Senate  Bill 
885)  was  passed.  The  bill  now 
goes  to  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee. 


2.  Noted  that  the  Network  is 
continuing  on  a 15  hour  day, 

7 day  week  schedule.  Only 
one  station,  WVIA-TV 
Scranton/Wilkes-Barre  is 
maintaining  a full  daytime 
schedule  7 days  a week.  The 
other  stations  come  on  during 
the  afternoon  at  various  hours 
and  pick  up  service  from  the 
Network. 

3.  Heard  the  programming  report 
which  noted  that  some  of  the 
programs  in  the  “People, 
Places,  Things,  Now”  series 
had  been  offered  to  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service  (PBS)  for 
national  distribution. 

4.  Heard  a report  on  the  national 
scene  from  Mr.  Joseph  Hughes 
who  briefly  reviewed  the 
history  of  the  Corporation  for 
Public  Broadcasting  and  the 
Public  Broadcasting  Service 
and  the  problems  between  the 
different  groups.  Mr.  Hughes 
said  he  continues  to  remind  the 
CPB  Board  of  the  success  of 
the  structure  of  PPTN  and 
public  television  in 
Pennsylvania;  the  NOC 
Committee  working  with  the 
Commission  as  well  as 
involvement  of  State 
government,  can  serve  as  a 
model  for  public  broadcasting 
at  the  federal  level. 


5.  Noted  the  completion  of  the 
first  four-year  intermediate 
level  projection  of  the 
“Governor’s  Committee 
Report  on  Public  Television" 
with  some  exceptions. 

6.  Approved  the  plan  to  provide 
back-up  service  to  the  stations 
where  transmitters  are  relay 
sites:  WLVT:  WVIA;  WHYY. 
The  back-up  service  will 
provide  an  alternate  circuit 

in  the  case  of  failure  of  the 
stations  transmitter. 

The  Commission  ended  the  fiscal 
year  extremely  excited  about  the 
Network's  future.  The  new 
program  series  focusing  on  the 
Commonwealth  was  doing  well 
and  the  10  year  ascertainment 
project  which  was  gathering 
information  from  various  groups 
and  organizations  was  receiving 
a good  response. 


PROGRAMMING  REPORT 

PPTN  was  without  funds  for  the 
first  four  months  of  the  1972-73 
fiscal  year,  leaving  no  funds  for 
programs  to  be  produced  by  the 
member  stations.  Despite  this 
problem,  the  Network  was  still 
able  to  maintain  a full  schedule 
with  programs  from  outside 
sources,  as  well  as  some  local 
productions  by  member  stations 
that  were  suitable  for  statewide 
distribution. 

The  number  of  PPTN  program 
offerings  and  hours  of  origination 
for  the  year  were  impressive  and 
exceeded  projected  estimates 
and  possibly  will  increase  to  a 
small  degree  next  year.  However, 
with  the  present  equipment, 
PPTN  operations  is  working  at 
full  capacity.  On  an  average, 
each  station  received  60%  of  its 
ITV  schedule  and  87%  of  its 
evening  schedule  via  PPTN. 
Approximately  70%  of  all 
programming  carried  by  each 
station  is  delivered  at  the  time  of 
station  broadcast. 

January  1973  saw  the  beginning 
of  PPTN’s  Commonwealth- 
oriented  weekly  series,  “People, 
Places,  Things,  Now.”  This  series 
has  included  such  topics  as: 
“Legislative  Views,” 
“Administration,”  “Cultural,” 
“Issue  Programs”  and  “Budgetary 
programs  with  the  Governor  and 
the  Republicans.”  Several 
programs  from  this  series  have 
been  aired  on  the  Eastern 
Educational  Television  Network 
(EEN)  and  also  offered  to  the 
national  Public  Broadcasting 
Service  (PBS J . Two  programs 
from  the  series  have  been  utilized 
around  the  state  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Justice  at  various  correctional 
institutions. 


Several  special  subject  programs 
produced  by  member  stations 
have  also  received  statewide 
attention.  Namely,  “The  Polk 
Institution,”  produced  by  WOED/ 
Pittsburgh,  and  a WVIA/ 
Scranton- Wilkes-Barre 
production  of  a program  with  a 
grant  from  the  Governor’s 
Council  on  Alcohol  and  Drug 
Abuse. 

The  Governor’s  Budget  and  State 
of  the  State  messages  and 
several  special  legislative 
programs  and  a special  on  the 
“Education  Congress  1973”  were 
produced  and  aired  by  all 
stations. 

Several  agencies  around  the  state 
have  expressed  their  approval  to 
PPTN,  with  the  programs  in 
general,  and  have  contacted 
PPTN  through  our  Ascertainment 
Research  Project,  to  see  what 
procedures  they  must  follow  to 
have  a program  series  produced 
and  scheduled  on  the  Network. 
Slowly  but  surely,  the  word  of 
PPTN  is  getting  known. 

The  1972-73  school  year  saw  a 
marked  increase  of  In-School 
programming.  PPTN  distributed 
38  ITV  series  between  the  hours 
of  8 a.m.  and  4 p.m.  Many  of  the 
series  were  repeated  at  least 
once,  and  in  some  instances,  six 
times  during  the  week.  PPTN 
was  the  originating  center  not 
only  for  the  member  stations  of 
the  Network,  but  fed 
approximately  40%  of  these 
feeds  to  the  Eastern  Educational 
Television  Network.  The  fall  ITV 
previews,  traditionally  scheduled 
the  first  three  days  of 
Thanksgiving  week,  were  greatly 
increased  to  57  programs.  Once 
again,  PPTN  sent  feed  requests 
to  the  New  Jersey  Network  and 
WETA-TV,  Washington,  D.  C. 


During  the  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas-New  Year  and  Easter 
school  holidays,  PPTN  scheduled 
a complete  daytime  service  of 
programs. 

PPTN  also  provided  stations  with 
daytime  programming  during  the 
summer  months,  consisting  of 
children’s  programs,  how-to’s 
and  previews. 

With  an  increase  of  funds 
available  for  programming  in 
1973-74,  PPTN  looks  forward  to 
the  member  stations  producing 
a series  that  will  demonstrate 
how  valuable  a system  the 
Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  is  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

PPTN  also  utilizes  all  series  fed 
at  air  time  by  PBS  and/or  EEN, 
and  records  most  of  these  series 
for  delayed  broadcast.  The  total 
number  of  series  recorded  and 
repeated  by  PPTN  is  in  excess  of 
thirty  series. 

A first  in  public  television  was 
the  gavel  to  gavel  coverage  of  the 
Democratic  and  Republican 
conventions  and  also  the 
Watergate  Hearings.  The  viewer 
and  press  response  to  the 
coverage  was  tremendous. 
President  Nixon’s  speeches  were 
covered,  including  the  “State  of 
the  Union”  and  sometimes  the 
Democratic  responses,  all 
produced  for  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service  by  the 
National  Public  Affairs  Center 
for  Television.

Lehigh  Valley  Sports  — WLVT/Allentown- 
Bethlehem:  A series  of  programs  featuring  major 
collegiate  sports  events,  including  football  and 
wrestling  by  various  colleges  in  the  Lehigh  Valley. 

Mime  Circus  — WQED/Pittsburgh:  A half-hour 
color  family  special  produced  in  cooperation  with 
the  Drama  Department  of  Carnegie-Mellon 
University  especially  for  distribution  through  the 
Eastern  Educational  Television  Network.

Joyful  Noise,  The  - WQED  Pittsburgh:  An  hour 
long  informal  celebration  of  Christmas  with  the 
Beers  Family  and  broadcast  nationally  on  the 
Public  Broadcasting  Service. 

Just  Generation,  The  WITF  Hershey:  A series  of 
13  half-hour  programs  designed  to  help  young 
people  understand  the  American  legal  system.  This 
series  was  also  broadcast  nationally  on  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service. 

Meet  Your  State  Candidates  WVIA  Scranton- 
Wilkes-Barre:  A pre-election  hour  special  featuring 
the  candidates  for  the  offices  of  Auditor  General 
and  Treasurer. 

Oscar  Brand’s  Christmas  WITF  Hershey :A  half- 
hour  color  production  featuring  folk  singer  Oscar 
Brand  performing  little-known  holiday  music. 

Aired  by  PBS. 

Oscar  Brand’s  Cornwall  WITF/Hershey:  A half- 
hour  look  at  Pennsylvania’s  Revolutionary  history 
through  the  folk  music  of  the  time.

All  citizens  are  invited  to  join  in  this  process  by  providing  suggestions  and 
comments  on  what  public  television  should  be  doing  in  Pennsylvania.  "The  People's 
Business"  must  be  more  than  a slogan,  it  must  be  a reality. 

Because  of  strong  support  from  the  Governor  and  the  General  Assembly  the 
Commission  is  able  to  begin  delivering  many  new  programming  services  during  the 
1974-75  fiscal  year.  With  your  continuing  support  we  will  be  able  to  maintain 
and  further  improve  our  service  in  the  years  ahead. 

Public  television  in  Pennsylvania  has  a good  record  and  an  excellent  reputation, 
within  the  Commonwealth  and  nationally.  The  Commission  will  continue  to  strive 
to  provide  the  leadership  necessary  to  maintain  this  record  and  the  support  it 
generates.

PPTN  is  now  5 years  old.  Last 
year  the  Commission  established 
a Policy  and  Planning  Committee 
to  analyze  and  make 
recommendations  for  the  rest 
of  the  70's. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
Dr.  John  O.  Hershey,  announced 
that  “Public  television  has  spent 
nearly  20  years  building  the  total 
public  television  system,  setting 
up  the  hardware  and 
organizations  necessary  for  its 
success.  The  time  has  come  to  use 
this  public  television  system  in 
Pennsylvania  to  its  fullest 
potential.  The  system  is  in  place; 
now  we  must  find  improved  and 
more  meaningful  ways  to  use  it 
to  better  serve  the  total 
community  involved.” 

Since  PPTN  firmly  believes  that 
public  television  is  the  people’s 
business,  it  was  only  appropriate 
that  the  people  were  asked  what 
they  wanted  and  needed  on 
public  television  stations 
throughout  the  state. 

A massive  inventory  called  “The 
People’s  Business”  was 
undertaken  involving  hundreds 
of  personal  interviews,  thousands 
of  questionnaires  and  televised 
public  hearings  in  prime  time  on 
each  of  the  7 public  television 
stations  in  the  state. 

In  April,  a 600-plus  page  report, 
based  on  the  6-month  study,  was 
released.  The  people  responded 
to  the  inventory  and  with 
continued  adequate  funding, 
PPTN  would  respond  to  the 
people’s  needs  and  wants. 


Minority  & Women  Training 

The  Commission-supported 
Affirmative  Action  program  is  a 
unique  project.  Each  of  the  7 
stations  has  implemented  its  own 
plan.  Two  of  the  stations  had 
some  recruitment  problems  but 
are  in  the  process  of  improving 
systems. 

WLVT- Allentown/Bethlehem 
awarded  2 fellowships.  Both 
fellowships  received  continuous 
on-the-job  training  at  the  station 
in  all  aspects  of  broadcast 
production  and  procedures. 

WPSX-Penn  State  awarded  two 
‘minority  grant  internships’ 
which  provide  for  tuition  in  a 
broadcast-related  curriculum.  In 
addition,  each  intern  is 
guaranteed  10  to  20  hours  of  work 
a week  at  the  standard  wage  rate 
of  a production  assistant.  Beyond 
this  formal  program,  two  other 
minority  students  were  offered 
on-the-job  training  and 
part-time  employment. 

WVIA-Scranton/Wilkes-Barre/ 
Hazleton  hired  two  minority 
students  on  a part-time  basis  and 
later  they  became  full-time  staff 
members  of  the  station.  A third 
person  later  enrolled  in  the 
program.  They  will  be  trained  in 
all  areas  of  directing,  announcing, 
camera  work,  switching,  audio, 
floor  managing  and  many  other 
functions. 

WITF-LIershey  entered  into  a 
cooperative  arrangement  with  the 
Harrisburg  City  School  District 
and  conducted  13  weeks  of 
training  sessions  for  high  school 
students.  They  met  for  6 hours 
once  a week.  Eight  out  of  the  ten 
students  successfully  completed 
the  program  and  their  final 
assignment  was  aired  over 
the  station. 


WQED-Pittsburgh  produces  a 
minority  program  called  “Black 
Horizons”  and  employs  several 
part-time  and  full-time  minorities 
on  the  production  staff. 

WHYY-Philadelphia  selected 
three  minority  trainees:  two  for  a 
24-week  production  curriculum 
and  one  for  an  18-month 
engineering  course.  Regrettably, 
two  of  the  trainees,  one  in 
production  and  the  other  in 
engineering,  did  not  complete  the 
program.  A new,  improved 
program  is  being  implemented  for 
1974-75. 

WQLN-Erie  selected  a candidate 
and  arranged  to  pay  all  costs  for 
attendance  at  a technical  school. 
After  two  weeks,  the  candidate 
left  the  program.  WQLN  selected 
another  candidate,  but 
unfortunately,  he  left  the 
program  also.  WQLN  is  now 
revising  its  program  to  include  a 
more  in-depth  search  for 
minority  training  candidates. 

Several  of  the  individuals 
involved  in  these  training 
programs  are  now  regularly 
employed  in  public  and 
commercial  television  stations, 
communications  related 
businesses  or  have  gone  on  for 
advanced  education.  Successes 
to  date  have  encouraged  an 
expansion  of  the  program  to 
include  more  persons. 
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Commission  Changes 

Lloyd  Kaiser,  President  of 
WQED-TV  in  Pittsburgh,  was 
voted  to  retain  the  Chairmanship 
of  the  Network  Operations 
Committee  for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  John  Christopher,  Director  of 
Bureau  Instructional  Support 
Services,  was  nominated  by  the 
Secretary  of  Education  as  his 
official  voting  representative  on 
the  Commission. 

On  December  11, 1973,  Frederick 
E.  Leuschner  was  confirmed  by 
the  Senate  for  the  Commission. 

On  December  3, 1973,  Fred 
Gualtieri  resigned  from  the 
Commission. 

Lee  Gray,  because  of  his  many 
other  pressing  commitments,  also 
tendered  his  resignation  from  the 
Commission. 

On  December  31, 1973,  Governor 
Shapp  made  3 interim 
appointments  to  the  Commission: 
Andrew  M.  Bradley  and  Ralph 
D.  Tive,  Esq.,  of  Harrisburg  and 
Taylor  Grant  of  Philadelphia. 


THE  COMMISSION’S  YEAR 
IN  SUMMARY  1973-74 

The  Commission  entered  the 
1973-74  fiscal  year  looking 
toward  the  rest  of  the  70's.  The 
Ascertainment  Project  called 
“The  People's  Business”  was  well 
underway  and  the  Commission 
anxiously  awaited  its  findings. 

September  13,  1973  . . . 

The  Commission 

1.  Heard  a report  that  the  1973-74 
PPTNC  appropriations  bill  was 
still  pending. 

2.  Noted  that  a plaque  was 
presented  to  Warren  A. 
Kraetzer,  former  Chairman  of 
the  Network  Operations 
Committee,  in  recognition  of 
his  many  efforts  which  resulted 
in  the  growth  of  public 
television  in  Pennsylvania. 

3.  Approved  a resolution  pointing 
to  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  Commission  in 
providing  the  best  possible 
educational  service  to  the 
citizens  of  Pennsylvania. 


4.  Heard  a report  from  Dr.  John 
Hershey  that  the  Network 
ascertainment  project  “The 
People’s  Business”  was 
underway  with  contact  of 
statewide  organizations  and 
groups  getting  information  as 
to  what  they  felt  public 
television  should  be  doing  over 
the  next  10  years. 

5.  Noted  that  the  ascertainment 
report  would  be  a very 
revealing  document  in  that  it 
would  be  a critique  of  the 
Commission  and  would  be 
helpful  in  making  future  plans. 

6.  Heard  a report  that  WPSX-TV, 
University  Park,  and  WQLN- 
TV,  Erie,  were  now  fully  color 
capable,  making  the  Network 
entirely  color.

December  13, 1974  . . . 

The  Commission 

1.  Heard  a report  that  the 
Governor  signed  into  law  on 
December  10, 1973,  Act  30-A 
appropriating  $3,674  million  to 
PPTNC  for  fiscal  year  1973-74. 

2.  Endorsed  a general  proposal  to 
investigate  the  possibility  that 
the  Commission  join  with  PDE 
and  3 state  related  universities: 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania  State  University 
and  Temple  University,  for  a 
project  providing  continuing 
education  via  the  Pennsylvania 
Public  Television  Network. 

3.  Heard  a report  that  the 
"People,  Places,  Things,  Now” 
series  will  be  continued  as 
before  but  with  more  focus  on 
state  business. 

4.  Heard  a report  on  the  new 
program  titled  “Pennsylvania 
Town  Meeting.”  The  new 
series  would  concentrate  on  a 
national  concern,  then  turn  to 
how  it  affected  the  State,  and 
finally  the  local  scene  in  each 
of  the  7 stations’  areas.  It 
would  be  a live  program, 
switching  back  and  forth  to  the 
7 stations  for  localized 
opinions.  Six  monthly 
programs  were  proposed  for 
1973-74  fiscal  year. 

5.  Approved  the  revised  1973-74 
budget  allocation  in  the  amount 
of  $3,674  million,  with  the 
major  increases  occurring  in 
programming. 

6.  Heard  a progress  report  of  the 
ascertainment  project  “The 
People’s  Business.”  A major 
statewide  effort  was  going  on 
to  involve  as  many  people  as 
possible.  Public  hearings  would 
be  held  at  the  7 stations  to  hear 
opinions  on  what  public 
television  should  be  doing  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  people. 


March  19, 1974  . . . 

The  Commission 

1.  Congratulated  WLVT-TV, 
Allentown/Bethlehem  for 
having  its  documentary  him 
“Child  of  the  Universe”, 
produced  for  PPTN,  chosen  by 
the  Public  Broadcasting 
Service  for  national  airing  over 
some  200  public  broadcasting 
stations  in  the  country. 

2.  Heard  a report  that  the  debut 
of  “Pennsylvania  Town 
Meeting"  on  February  28, 1974, 
on  the  energy  crisis,  far 
exceeded  all  expectations,  with 
viewer  reactions  ranging  from 
great  to  fantastic. 

3.  Authorized  the  Chairman  to 
appoint  a special  standing 
committee  on  instructional 
broadcasting  to  include 
educators  from  the  7 station 
areas  and  a representative  of 
the  PDE  to  guide  the 
Commission  in  elementary, 
secondary,  college  and  adult 
continuing  education  areas. 

4.  Heard  a report  that  the  PPTNC 
Ascertainment  Project  was 
highly  received  on  the  national 
level  of  public  broadcasting 
and  that  every  station  in  the 
country  is  being  asked  to  do 
what  Pennsylvania  is  doing  — 
going  to  the  people,  asking 
what  the  people  want  and  what 
they  want  public  television 

to  do. 


June  13, 1974  . . . 

The  Commission: 

1.  Heard  a report  that  if  the 
Commission  receives  the 
requested  programming  funds, 
expanded  programming  plans 
in  “The  People’s  Business” 
report  would  become  the  first 
priority.  The  report  contains  8 
priority  areas  identified  by  the 
people  as  the  most  important 
needs.  The  addition, 
“Pennsylvania  Town  Meeting” 
and  “People,  Places,  Things, 
Now”  will  continue  through 
next  year  with  some 
improvements. 

2.  Heard  a report  that  the 
complete  600-plus  page 
document  called  “The  People’s 
Business”  has  been  distributed 
to  the  appropriate  people  and 
that  a similar,  smaller  version 
was  mailed  to  others  interested 
in  public  broadcasting. 

3.  Heard  a report  on  the  1974-75 
PPTNC  appropriations  bill 
pending  in  the  General 
Assembly. 

4.  Heard  a report  from  Network 
Operations  Committee 
Chairman  Lloyd  Kaiser  that  the 
stations  are  extremely  grateful 
for  all  that  has  been  done  by 
the  Commission  on  the 
ascertainment  project  and  for 
the  total  system. 

The  Commission  ended  the  fiscal 
year  extremely  optimistic  about 
PPTN’s  future.  The  people 
responded  to  the  Ascertainment 
Project  and  the  Commission 
looked  toward  adequate  funding 
to  meet  the  people’s  needs. 
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PROGRAMMING  REPORT 

PPTN  was  once  again  without 
funds  for  the  first  six  months  of 
the  1973-74  fiscal  year.  Without 
the  availability  of  funds  for 
programs  to  be  produced  by  the 
member  stations,  PPTN 
scheduled  programs  produced 
from  the  previous  fiscal  year  to 
overcome  this  deficiency.  In 
addition,  some  local  productions 
by  member  stations  helped  PPTN 
to  maintain  a full  schedule. 

PPTN’s  program  offerings  during 
1973-74  increased  to  a higher 
degree  than  anticipated.  The 
estimated  number  of  programs 
fed  during  the  year  was  17,160  — 
1,800  more  than  the  previous  year 
- — and  next  year  will  see  a further 
increase.  With  the  present 
equipment,  however,  PPTN 
Program  Operations  is  working  to 
its  full  capacity.  Approximately 
77%  of  all  programming  carried 
by  each  station  is  delivered  at  the 
time  of  station  broadcast. 

February  1974  saw  the 
beginning  of  PPTN's  monthly 
“Pennsylvania  Town  Meeting” 
series.  This  series  utilized  the 
interconnection  facilities  of  the 
Network,  and  was  a live 
production  of  all  seven  member 
stations  of  the  Network.  Topics 
for  the  “Town  Meeting” 
included:  The  Energy  Crisis, 

Basic  Education,  Pornography, 
Legalized  Gambling,  Justice  for 
Juveniles.  This  series  brought 
these  issues  to  the  public,  with 
national  and  statewide 
personalities  and  experts  as 
guests  in  the  stations’  studios 
around  the  state,  along  with 
invited  citizens. 


February  1974  also  saw  a change 
in  the  refunded  “People,  Places, 
Things,  Now”  series.  This  series 
now  includes  program 
conversation  with  legislators 
(Democratic  and  Republican), 
administration  officials  and 
newsmakers. 

Several  programs,  either  partially 
or  fully  funded  by  PPTN,  have 
been  aired  by  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service,  the  Eastern 
Educational  Television  Network, 
or  put  into  the  Public  Television 
Library  for  national  distribution. 

“Child  of  the  Universe,” 
produced  by  WLVT-TV,  and 
funded  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Public  Television  Network,  won 
an  award  from  the  Corporation 
for  Public  Broadcasting  in  the 
News  and  Public  Affairs 
programming  category.  WITF-TV 
received  a special  commendation 
in  the  Cultural  Program  category 
for  “Carnival  of  Animals,”  a 
program  partially  funded  by 
PPTN. 

Two  programs  funded  by  PPTN 
and  produced  by  WPSX  and 
WLVT  have  been  dubbed  into 
video  cassettes  to  be  used  in  each 
of  the  major  institutions  (prisons) 
in  Pennsylvania  by  the 
Department  of  Justice.  PPTN 
programming  is  being  well 
received  by  the  people  of 
Pennsylvania — we  are  beginning 
to  fill  the  needs  as  shown  in  the 
Ascertainment  project. 

The  Governor's  Budget  Message 
and  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Education's  1973 
Education  Congress,  and  other 
specials  were  produced  and  aired 
by  all  stations. 

During  the  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas  - New  Year  and  Easter 
school  holidays,  PPTN  scheduled 
a complete  daytime  service  of 
programming.  Three  days  of  the 
Thanksgiving  holiday  were 


devoted  to  Instructional 
Television  previews,  which 
PPTN  also  sent  to  the  New  Jersey 
Public  Broadcasting  Network  and 
to  WETA-TV  in  Washington. 

D.C.  PPTN  also  provided  a 
complete  daytime  schedule 
during  the  summer  months, 
consisting  of  children's  programs, 
“how-to's”,  dramas,  music  and 
previews.  PPTN  also  provided 
during  the  summer  months  ITV 
programs  to  stations  and  ITV 
Councils  for  their  air  for  teacher 
committee  previews. 

With  the  increase  of  funds  being 
made  available  for  programming 
in  1974-75,  PPTN  looks  forward 
to  fulfilling  the  eight  needs  of  the 
people  with  the  ongoing  “Town 
Meeting"  and  other  programs 
which  the  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth  have 
demonstrated  they  wish  to  see  on 
the  Pennsylvania  Public 
Television  Network. 

PPTN  also  utilizes  all  series  fed 
at  air  time  by  PBS  and  many  of 
the  programs  from  EEN.  Most  of 
these  programs  are  recorded  for 
delayed  broadcast.  The  total 
number  of  series  recorded  and 
repeated  by  PPTN  is  an  ever- 
increasing  amount. 

PPTN  also  scheduled  all 
presidential  addresses  and  press 
conferences  and  many  other 
public  affairs  specials,  most  of 
which  were  fed  by  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service  and 
produced  by  the  National  Public 
Affairs  Center  for  Television. 

Listed  on  the  following  pages  are 
station-produced  programs  and 
programs  secured  from  outside 
sources  which  PPTN  distributed 
during  the  1973-74  fiscal  year. 
“Specials,”  funded  or  partially 
funded  by  PPTN,  the  ongoing 
“People,  Places,  Things,  Now” 
series  and  “Pennsylvania  Town 
Meeting"  series,  funded  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network,  are  also  listed. 


4-H  Dress  Revue  — WPSX/University  Park: 
Highlights  of  the  annual  competition  of  project 
winners  from  across  the  state  who  modeled  their 
own  creations  as  they  vied  for  first  place  in  the  1973 
4-H  Congress  on  the  campus  of  Penn  State. 

Governor’s  Messages  — WITF/Hershey  and 
WLVT/Allentown-Bethlehem-Easton:  In  these 
messages  the  Governor  addressed  himself  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  concerning  his 
proposed  budgets  and  gas  rationing.  PPTN  also 
aired  the  Governor's  address  to  the  joint  session  of 
the  Legislature  on  his  proposed  budget. 

TV  Garden  Club  - WHYY/Philadelphia:  A weekly 
series  of  “how-to’s”  in  gardening,  hosted  by  Roy 
Kersey.  This  series  was  also  aired  on  the  Eastern 
Educational  Television  Network. 

Magic  Window  — WVIA/Scranton  - Wilkes-Barre  - 
Hazleton:  This  daily  half-hour  series,  designed  for 
children  of  preschool  and  primary  grade  levels, 
encourages  the  active  involvement  of  its  viewers.  It 
includes  learning  and  entertainment  situations,  and 
features  Miss  Carol  and  her  puppet  friends. 

State  of  the  Weather/Shape  of  the  World  — 

WPSX/University  Park:  This  weeknightly  series 
combines  Pennsylvania’s  most  comprehensive 
weather  forecast  with  topical  discussions  about  the 
world  around  us,  and  is  a Continuing  Education 
Service  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  University. 

Farm,  Home  & Garden  — WPSX/University  Park: 
This  weeknightly  series  portrays  ideas  on 
agriculture  and  home  management  and  tips  for 
consumers  from  the  Penn  State  Cooperative 
Extension  Service. 

TV  Quarterbacks  — WPSX/University  Park:  Live 
each  week  of  the  season  from  WPSX  on  the  Penn 
State  campus,  coach  Joe  Paterno  and  co-hosts  Fran 
Fisher  and  Jim  Tarman  present  scouting  reports, 
him  highlights  of  the  games,  player  interviews, 
“chalktalks,”  and  a question-and-answer  session 
with  the  coach  of  the  Nittany  Lions. 

WLVT  Sports  — WLVT/Allentown-Bethlehem- 
Easton:  Intercollegiate  football  and  wrestling 
involving  colleges  in  the  Lehigh  Valley. 


TV  Quarterbacks  Specials  — WPSX/University 
Park:  “Eleven  and  ‘0’ . . . And  One  To  Go”  included 
filmed  highlights  of  Penn  State’s  regular  season 
games,  and  a scouting  report  on  the  Lions’  Orange 
Bowl  opponent,  Louisiana  State  University.  “Blue 
& White  & Orange  All  Over”  included  filmed 
highlights  of  Penn  State’s  victory  over  its  Orange 
Bowl  opponent,  Louisiana  State,  and  also  what  the 
players  were  doing  during  their  spare  time  in 
Florida. 

Carnival  of  Animals  — WITF/Hershey:  Actor  Hans 
Conreid  and  the  distinguished  new  duo-piano  team 
of  Veri  and  Jumanis  combine  talents  in  a delightful 
one-hour  program  of  classical  music  for  young 
people,  which  is  highlighted  by  a performance  of 
Saint-Saens’  “Carnival  of  the  Animals”  and  Ogden 
Nash’s  accompanying  poetry.  This  program  was 
recorded  on  location  at  various  parks  and  zoos  in 
Pennsylvania. 

Philadelphia  Festival  ’73  — WHYY/Philadelphia  in 
cooperation  with  the  Greater  Philadelphia  Cultural 
Alliance:  With  an  eye  to  participating  in  the 
upcoming  Bicentennial  celebration,  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  demonstrated  the  creative  resources 
to  be  found  in  the  city  when  it  staged  Philadelphia 
Festival  ’73,  a cultural  extravaganza.  WHYY’s 
cameras  recorded  the  exciting  happenings  during 
the  ten-day  festival,  and  result  was  a television 
overview. 

Open  Schools:  No  Limits,  No  Labels  — WQED/ 
Pittsburgh:  This  documentary  included  film  footage 
of  many  of  the  examples  of  what  the  Citizens 
Commission  on  Basic  Education  considered  right 
and  wrong  with  Pennsylvania's  schools  today,  and 
the  committee’s  recommendations  to  the  Governor. 

Wilcox  Special  — WPSX/University  Park:  This 
interview,  live  from  the  studios  at  WPSX,  with 
Secretary  of  Community  Affairs  William  Wilcox, 
concerned  itself  with  the  Gas  Rationing  Plan  which 
Governor  Shapp  instituted  for  the  citizens  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  Mr.  Wilcox’s  role  as  State  Fuel 
Allocations  Officer. 

PSEA  Response  to  the  Citizens’  Commission  on 
Basic  Education  — WQED/Pittsburgh:  This 
program  outlined  the  Pennsylvania  State  Education 
Association’s  response  to  the  recommendations  of 
the  Citizens’  Commission  on  Basic  Education,  as 
documented  in  the  special  “Open  Schools:  No 
Limits,  No  Labels.” 
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Cappy  — WPSX/University  Park:  “Cappy”  takes  a 
look  at  the  forces  that  shaped  John  Capelletti,  the 
first  Penn  State  player  to  win  football's  coveted 
Heisman  Trophy.  It  is  a documentary  look  at  the 
man  under  the  number. 

The  Turnaround  — WPSX/University  Park:  In  a 
steel  mill  in  the  1890’s,  when  workers  went  from  a 
12-hour  day  shift  to  a 12-hour  night  shift,  they 
worked  a complete  24-hour  day.  This  periodic 
process  was  called  “The  Turnaround.”  In  1892, 
Pennsylvania  Steel  workers  rebelled  — and  were 
defeated  — in  the  great  Homestead  steel  strike, 
which  put  an  end  to  major  industrial  unionism  in 
this  country  for  the  next  50  years.  This  program 
also  aired  over  the  Public  Broadcasting  Service. 

William  Penn:  The  Passionate  Quaker  — WHYY/ 
Philadelphia:  This  biography,  produced  on  location 
at  Pennsbury  Manor,  tells  the  story  of  the  soldier- 
turned-pacifist,  Quaker  lawyer  and  life-long 
champion  of  toleration  for  all  men.  Pennsbury’s 
paintings,  furniture,  gardens  and  artifacts,  coupled 
with  Oscar  Brand's  narration,  bring  to  life  a man 
whose  vision  of  democracy  inspired  not  only  a 
revolutionary  war,  but  a revolution  in  the  hearts  of 
men.  This  program  recreated  the  spirit  and  life  of 
Pennsylvania’s  founding  father. 

Pennsylvania  Perspective  — WLVT/Allentown- 
Bethlehem-Easton:  This  particular  program,  one  of 
a series  aired  in  the  Lehigh  Valley,  focused  on 
Secretary  of  Education  Pittenger,  who  was 
interviewed  by  David  Kirkpatrick. 

Public  Television:  The  People’s  Business  — Each  of 
the  seven  public  television  stations  in  Pennsylvania 
held  hearings  on  a local  level  (not  broadcast 
statewide]  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  viewers  to 
let  their  particular  station  know  what  they  would 
most  like  to  see  on  public  television  . . . what  they 
believe  the  purpose  of  public  broadcasting  to  be, 
and  how  future  plans  should  be  designed  to  fulfill 
that  purpose.  The  results  of  the  hearings  will  help 
local  stations  and  the  Pennsylvania  Public 
Television  Network  to  determine  the  needs  of  the 
public  and  the  kinds  of  program  services  that 
should  be  offered  in  the  coming  years. 

PIAA  Basketball  — WQED/Pittsburgh:  This  special 
broadcast  included  the  Class  B Finals  (boys];  Class 
A Consolation  (boys);  and  Girls’  Finals  — produced 
live  March  23, 1974,  from  the  State  Farm  Show 
Building  in  Harrisburg. 


You  Owe  It  To  Yourself  WITF  Hershey:  Allen 
Ludden  hosted  this  13-week  series  produced  in  a 
game-show  format  with  emphasis  on  education. 
That  is,  educating  the  consumer  on  matters  of 
budget,  credit  and  money  management,  housing 
and  mortgages,  and  to  generally  help  people  better 
manage  their  personal  finances. 

A Renaissance  Festival  - WLVT  Allentown- 
Bethlehem-Easton:  This  special  featured  the 
Germantown  Dance  Theatre  portraying  a small 
town  in  16th-Century  Flanders  at  festival  time, 
when  peasants  pay  tribute  to  the  lord  of  the  land. 
Costumes,  dances,  and  music  and  customs  of  the 
period  were  included. 

The  Path  Not  Taken  — WQED/Pittsburgh:  James 
Ray,  a Presbyterian  minister  in  Pittsburgh,  relates 
the  spiritual  crisis  he  faces  as  he  tries  to  decide 
whether  or  not  to  leave  the  ministry  he  has  served 
for  fourteen  years. 

PIAA  Sports  — WPSX/University  Park:  Volleyball, 
swimming  and  diving  championships,  track,  tennis 
and  golf  were  the  highlights  of  the  coverage  of  high 
school  athletic  competition  from  around  the  state. 

Pa.  Primary  Candidates  for  Governor  and  U.S. 
Senate  — WVIA/Scranton  - Wilkes-Barre  - 
Hazleton:  This  program,  broadcast  on  the  eve  of  the 
primary  election,  featured  taped  interviews  with 
the  candidates  in  Pennsylvania. 

Take  12:  Energy  Resources  Game  — WHYY 
Philadelphia:  This  program  introduced  for  the  first 
time  on  TV  the  “Energy  Resources  Game,”  a 
decision-making  exercise  that  uses  an  analog 
computer  to  take  players  and  viewers  hundreds  of 
years  into  the  future.  The  game  requires 
participants  — average  citizens  — to  make 
decisions  on  use  of  natural  resources.  It 
dramatically  shows  people  the  decisions  they  face 
and  how  they  will  affect  their  environment  and 
standard  of  living. 

Pennsylvania  Town  Meeting  - PPTN's  once-a- 
month,  live  series,  produced  cooperatively  by  the 
member  stations.  Basically,  this  series  examines 
public  and  topical  issues  relevant  to  all  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth,  by  opening  a new  meeting 
place  via  the  interconnection  facilities  of  the 
network.  The  series  was  designed  to  bring  together 
the  diverse  economic,  business,  cultural,  and  ethnic 
interests  that  together  make  up  Pennsylvania.  It 
gives  groups  the  opportunity  to  exchange  ideas, 
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opinions  and  perspectives  about  issues  that  affect 
all  areas  — and  people  — of  Pennsylvania.  A 
meeting  place  to  try  and  work  out  problems  and 
issues  confronting  them.  The  issues:  Pornography — - 
Dilemma  in  Freedom  vs.  Censorship;  Wanna  Bet? 

- which  raised  the  question  of  legalizing  all 
gambling  under  state  control  as  a tax  revenue 
source;  Justice  for  Juveniles  — which  examined  the 
present  system  in  the  state;  The  Energy  Crisis  — a 
problem  which  affected  all  citizens;  and  Basic 
Education  — Time  for  a Change  — a look  at  the 
current  practices  and  trends;  and  Divorce  Reform — - 
Pennsylvania  Style. 

People,  Places,  Things,  Now  — PPTN’s  ongoing 
weekly  series,  in  order  of  broadcast: 

Legislative  Views  — WITF/Hershey : House 
Speak  Kenneth  B.  Lee  (R)  and  House  Minority 
Leader  Herbert  Fineman  (D)  were  interviewed  by 
Capitol  News  Correspondents  Sandy  Starobin, 
Group  W News;  Howard  Shapiro,  Philadelphia 
Inquirer  — Harrisburg  Bureau;  and  John  Scotzin, 
Harrisburg  Evening  News,  on  “The  Budget  Crisis.” 
John  Roberts  was  Host-Moderator. 

Hungry  Shovels  & the  Wounded  Land  — 

WVI A/Scranton  - Wilkes-Barre  - Hazleton:  Hungry 
Shovels  takes  a look  at  the  contemporary  situation 
in  the  anthracite  region  of  northeastern 
Pennsylvania  and  brings  viewers  up-to-date  on  a 
number  of  exciting  and  provocative  approaches  to 
the  strip  mine  problem  that  will  ultimately 
affect  them. 

Dancer’s  Story:  An  Occasional  Round  of  Applause 

- WQED/Pittsburgh:  Dancer's  Story  captures  the 
spirit  of  contemporary  college  dance,  with  an 
emphasis  on  performance.  The  program  was  taped 
at  the  inaugural  festival  saluting  college  dance  at 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh  for  the  Regional 
American  College  Dance  Festival. 

Dialog  With  the  Black  Community  — WQLN/Erie: 
Members  of  the  Inner  City  Communication 
Association  discussed  crises  in  urban  centers, 
including  the  problems  of  businesses  for  minority 
groups,  sources  and  distribution  of  funds  for  urban 
renewal  programs.  Nola  Myers,  Director  of 
Training,  Erie  Opportunities  Industrialization 
Center,  was  host  for  this  program.  Guests  included 
Martha  Saunders,  Executive  Director,  Erie  Human 
Relations  Commission;  Olive  Crumbly, 

Coordinator,  League  of  Black  Voters,  and  Wesley 
Roberts,  Political  Activist.  Mrs.  C.  DeLores  Tucker, 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  was  also  a guest 
on  this  program. 


Legislative  Views  — WLVT/Allentown-Bethlehem- 
Easton:  Republican  leaders  Robert  Butera,  House 
Majority  Leader,  and  Richard  Tilghman,  a member 
of  the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee,  discussed 
their  views  on  major  legislative  issues  confronting 
the  state  on  this  program  entitled  “Republican 
Viewpoint.”  They  also  discussed  possible 
candidates  for  the  Governorship  in  1975  and  major 
points  on  which  they  were  at  odds  with  the 
Democratic  administration. 

Who  Is  Tracy  Williams?  — WPSX/University  Park: 
Tracy  Williams  is  a black  woman,  a mother  of  three 
children,  and  a convicted  felon,  serving  a sentence 
for  forgery  at  the  State  Correctional  Institution  at 
Muncy,  Pennsylvania,  Women’s  Prison.  This 
documentary  about  prison  life  recorded  no  riots  or 
murders,  but  instead  focused  on  Tracy  — her 
problems,  her  frailties,  her  strengths  — and 
presented  a personal  view  of  life  in  prison.  The  film, 
produced  in  cinema  verite  style  with  minimal 
narration,  allowed  the  viewer  to  meet  Tracy  on  her 
terms  and  come  to  a personal  conclusion  about 
her  and  about  life  in  prison. 

Monumental  Man:  Victor  Riu  — WLVT/Allentown- 
Bethlehem-Easton:  A sculptor  of  international 
prominence  and  one  of  the  best  in  the  country, 
Victor  Riu,  made  Coopersburg  (Pa.J  and  the  granite 
of  Coopersburg  internationally  famous  in  the  art 
world.  In  this  program  he  talked  about  his 
sculpture,  his  ideas  and  the  meaning  of  his  life.  The 
documentary  also  included  fine  dancing  as  an 
expression  of  the  flow  in  Riu’s  sculpture  — and 
background  music  by  Puccini,  appropriate  to  a 
sculptor  born  in  Italy.  (Special  note:  Mr.  Riu  passed 
away  in  February,  1974. J 

Two  At  the  Top  -WVIA/Scranton  - Wilkes-Barre  - 
Hazleton:  This  program  featured  Martin  L.  Murray, 
President  Pro  Tempore  of  the  Senate,  and  Kenneth 
B.  Lee,  Speaker  of  the  House,  in  an  exclusive 
interview  where  they  discussed  the  responsibilities 
and  problems  they  face  as  two  of  the  most  powerful 
men  in  Pennsylvania  government.  John  Roberts 
interviewed  these  gentlemen. 

Property  Tax  — WITF/Hershey:  Senator  Michael 
A.  O’Pake  (D)  was  the  guest  on  this  program  for  a 
discussion  of  the  need  to  bring  some  order  to 
Pennsylvania’s  uneven  pattern  of  local  real  estate 
tax  administration.  Senator  O’Pake  is  an  advocate 
of  setting  a statewide  assessment  ratio.  WITF’s 
Mike  Moyle  was  host-interviewer  for  this  program. 
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Walls  — WHYY/Philadelphia:  This  program 
featured  Philadelphia  as  the  city  with  perhaps  the 
greatest  amount  of  outdoor  art  and  focused  on  the 
extension  of  the  Philadelphia  Art  Museum  into  the 
community.  It  was  a highly  visual  and  supergraphic 
look  at  the  artful  decoration  of  exterior  city  walls. 

It  explored  what  happens  when  art  hits  the  streets: 
outdoor  murals,  stripes  on  the  Ben  Franklin 
Parkway,  painted  buses,  sculpture  and  planned 
graffiti. 

The  World — Our  Classroom  — WQED/Pittsburgh: 
This  film,  also  included  as  a part  of  the  1973 
Education  Congress,  portrayed  six  different  and 
unusual  field  experience  programs  that  are  a part  of 
the  Pennsylvania  educational  scene.  The  programs: 
an  elementary  school  urban  ecology  program;  a 
social  restoration  program  for  graduate  students; 
a junior  high  school  bicycle  program:  a consortium 
on  marine  biology,  oceanography  and  related 
subjects  for  students  from  the  elementary  through 
graduate  school  level:  a life  experience  program  in 
which  adults  translated  their  life  experiences  into 
academic  credit;  and  a community-based  learning 
program  where  fifth  graders  explored  the  world 
outside  the  school  and  related  it  to  classroom 
activities. 

K.  Leroy  Irvis:  Citizen  — WQED/Pittsburgh:  The 
camera  examines  the  leisure  time  activities  of  a 
prominent  Pennsylvania  legislator,  Leader  of  the 
House  of  Representatives.  Mr.  Irvis,  who  is  an  artist 
in  his  own  right  in  the  field  of  sculpturing,  was 
the  subject  of  the  production. 

Portrait  of  Louis  Kahn  - WHYY/Philadelphia: 
Urban  isolation.  Loneliness  in  the  crowd.  Some  of 
the  causes  of  that  feeling  are  architectural,  the 
results  of  phenomena  like  streets  becoming  roads 
and  failure  on  the  part  of  the  city  planners  to 
realize  that  “non-building  spaces”  are  as  important 
as  buildings  if  cities  are  to  be  “addresses”  where 
people  live  and  not  just  areas.  Louis  Kahn,  eminent 
Philadelphia  architect,  discussed  more  of  his  city 
thoughts  when  WHYY's  cameras  documented  the 
man  and  his  art.  Taped  on  location  in  Philadelphia, 
with  the  city  scape  as  background,  Mr.  Kahn  talked 
about  how  the  streets-to-roads  conversion  caused 
a sense  of  isolation  and  how  a city  is  really  a center 
of  loyalty  from  which  loyalty  to  country  also 
derives.  (Mr.  Kahn  also  passed  away  in  1974.] 

They  Just  Fade  Away  — WPSX/University  Park: 
The  frustrations  and  problems  of  physical, 
economic,  and  emotional  adjustment  of  the  400,000 
veterans  of  the  Viet  Nam  era  living  in  Pennsylvania, 
were  the  focuses  of  this  program.  The  show 
included  appearances  by  experts  in  various  fields 
relating  to  veterans’  affairs. 


Prison  Without  Bars  WLVT  Allentown- 
Bethlehem-Easton:  This  documentary  explored  the 
pros  and  cons  offered  by  community  treatment 
centers  in  Pennsylvania,  supervised  homes  in  the 
neighborhood  where  non-dangerous  offenders  learn 
to  adjust  to  society  and  why  sometimes  society  is 
not  ready  to  help  the  offender. 

Legislative  Views  — WVIA  Scranton  - Wilkes- 
Barre  - Hazleton:  The  guests  on  this  program  were 
two  freshman  legislators  who  discussed  their 
impressions  of  the  Pennsylvania  House  of 
Representatives;  their  reactions  to  their  new 
position  and  new  responsibilities;  how  they  got  to 
“know  the  ropes,”  and  to  know  what  was  expected 
of  them;  what  they  thought  of  problems  which  face 
the  General  Assembly;  and  problems  which  are 
unique  to  freshman  legislators  and  how  they  are 
solved.  The  guests  were  Representative  Jonathan 
Vipond  [R]  and  Representative  Thomas  P. 

Walsh  JD], 

Ballet  of  Halloween  — WLVT/Allentown- 
Bethlehem-Easton:  This  cultural  program  featured 
the  Germantown  Dance  Theatre  Company,  Inc. 
performing  “Samain"  JSow-Min],  an  ancient  Celtic 
celebration  that  usually  took  place  at  harvest  time. 

Administration:  Secretary  of  Welfare  Wohlgemuth 

— WQED  Pittsburgh:  The  failure  of  the  Legislature 
to  have  passed  $13,000,00  in  special  funds  for 
mental  health  and  mental  retardation  raised 
questions  about  the  commitment  of  the  state  to 
solution  of  these  problems.  Simultaneously,  the 
Legislature  conducted  an  investigation  into 
conditions  in  state  institutions  and  interim  care 
centers.  The  State  Secretary  of  Welfare  joined 
WQED  newsroom  reporters  in  Pittsburgh  to  discuss 
these  and  other  issues. 

High  School  Students  Meet  the  Governor  — WHYY 
Philadelphia:  Eight  high  school  students  met  with 
Governor  Milton  Shapp  and  questioned  him  about 
issues  that  concerned  them.  The  students,  who 
were  from  public,  parochial,  and  private  schools  in 
Philadelphia,  represented  diverse  economic  and 
social  backgrounds  and  political  views.  The 
subjects  covered  ranged  from  state  scholarships 
and  aid  to  private  schools  to  drug  laws  and 
discrimination  based  on  age. 


Legislative  Views:  Prison  Reform — WITF/Hershey: 
A discussion  on  the  advisability  of  creating  a 
separate  Department  of  Corrections  within  the 
state  government  structure,  the  difficulty  in 
legislating  the  tough  social  decisions  to  bring  about 
meaningful  improvements  in  our  prisons,  and  the 
necessity  of  considering  prison  reform  within  the 
context  of  the  entire  criminal  justice  system  were 
the  topics  on  this  program  when  Rep.  Joseph 
Rhodes,  a member  of  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee’s  subcommittee  on  corrections, 
appeared  as  guest. 

People  Just  Don’t  Whistle  No  More  — WQED/ 
Pittsburgh:  This  color  film  documentary  explored 
the  music  and  the  men  at  the  8th  Annual  Old-Time 
Fiddlers  Contest.  These  men,  who  left  their 
homelands  to  find  fortune  in  the  Allegheny  hills 
and  coalfields,  brought  with  them  the  old-world 
traditions  of  England  and  Scotland  — the  traditions 
which  became  the  folk  heritage  of  southwestern 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Land  Is  Expensive,  But  the  Headaches  Are  Free 

— WVIA/Scranton  - Wilkes-Barre  - Hazleton:  The 
Pocono  Mountains  are  a beautiful  place  to  spend  a 
vacation — and  developers  are  taking  full  advantage 
of  the  location  and  the  land  to  set  up  second-home 
communities.  But  the  uninformed  buyer  of  a 
vacation  homesite  may  get  less  than  he  bargained 
for  if  he  is  not  careful.  This  half-hour  film  pointed 
out  some  of  the  ways  a buyer  can  protect  himself 
from  an  unfavorable  deal. 

After  Revolution:  The  New  UMW  — WQED/ 
Pittsburgh:  Highlights  from  the  United  Mine 
Workers  Convention  — the  first  since  the  ouster  of 
W.  A.  “Tony”  Boyle.  A roster  of  notable  labor 
leaders  and  government  leaders  addressed  the 
convention  and  subjects  discussed  were  new 
policies  on  strip  mining,  the  energy  crisis,  mine 
health  and  safety  — all  important  issues  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Hospital  and  the  Patient  — WPSX/University 
Park:  How  a medium-sized  community  hospital 
serves  in  the  treatment  and  recovery  of  an 
individual  patient  is  documented  and  serves  to 
illustrate  the  experience  of  one  patient  in  order  to 
demonstrate  the  kinds  of  health  care  services 
rendered  by  community  hospitals. 

Will  the  Meal  Jim  Thorpe  Please  Stand  Up?  — 
WVIA/Scranton  - Wilkes-Barre:  This  program 
takes  a look  at  legend  and  life  in  the  small  town  of 
Jim  1 horpe.  Highlights  of  the  film  are  interviews 
with  the  two  oldest  residents  who  explain  the 
reasons  behind  the  name  change  (originally  Mauch 
ChunkJ ; a tour  through  the  Asa  Packer  Mansion, 
former  home  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  tycoon; 
and  visits  to  several  tourist  attractions. 


Ballet  of  New  Year’s  Eve:  Happy  Birthday,  Dear 
Digital  Clock  — WLVT/Allentown-Bethlehem- 
Easton:  A modern  dance  concert  choreographed 
and  produced  especially  for  television  with  the 
Zero  Moving  Company  under  the  artistic  direction 
of  Dr.  Edrie  Ferdum.  The  dance  is  a multi-media 
presentation  which  illustrates  the  varieties  of  time, 
trying  to  comprehend  its  meaning  and  effect  on 
individuals  at  different  levels  and  stages  of 
existence. 

It’s  a Losing  Battle  . . . But  — WQLN/Erie:  This 
program  documents  the  efforts  of  a two-year 
campaign  of  appeals  to  elected  officials  and 
governmental  agencies  and  shows  the  results  of 
their  actions  in  effecting  a change  — the  problem: 
a coke  producing  plant  in  Erie,  Pa.,  resumed 
operations  after  having  been  shut  down  for  several 
years.  The  plant  is  located  three  blocks  from  a 
residential  neighborhood  and  emits  pollutants, 
causing  many  problems  for  the  people  in  the 
surrounding  area. 

Your  Health  Follies  — WQED/Pittsburgh:  This 
program  found  some  of  the  most  unlikely  people 
(comedian  George  Kirby,  Shelley  Berman  and 
Phyllis  Diller,  to  name  a few)  disseminating 
practical,  modern  medical  information  on  health 
problems  that  concern  us  all.  The  program 
succeeded  in  combining  the  serious  with  the  totally 
outlandish  — the  upshot  of  which  turned  out  to  be 
an  informative  health  program  that  was  great  fun. 

$151,640.25  for  Lake  Erie  — WQLN/Erie:  In  1792 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  paid  the  state 
of  New  York  $151,640.25  for  202,187  acres  of  land 
adjoining  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
commonwealth.  This  triangle  of  land  gave 
Pennsylvania  access  to  Lake  Erie  and  the  Great 
Lakes.  This  program  briefly  covered  the  history  of 
this  “land  purchase”  and  reviewed  the  recreational 
and  business  opportunities  which  the  purchase 
afforded  the  commonwealth.  The  program  included 
segments  on  Great  Lakes  shipping  and  the  new  and 
growing  wine  industry.  The  program  also 
commented  on  some  of  the  problems  the  area  now 
faces,  i.e.,  pollution  and  Lake  Erie  erosion. 

Conversation  with  Lt.  Governor  Kline  — 

WITF/Hershey:  Guest  Newsman  Carmen  Brutto, 
Harrisburg  Patriot  News  Capitol  Hill  correspondent, 
and  William  S.  Jackson,  Editor  and  Publisher,  The 
Sun,  Hummelstown,  Pa.,  probed  deep  into  problems 
facing  the  nation  that  week,  and,  specifically,  their 
effect  on  Pennsylvanians.  The  main  problem  that 
week  was  the  threat  of  a trucker’s  strike. 
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Conversation  with  Republican  Leaders  — 

WLVT/Allentown-Bethlehem-Easton:  Top 
newspersons  from  the  Lehigh  Valley  area 
interviewed  Kenneth  B.  Lee,  Speaker  of  the  House, 
and  Robert  J.  Butera,  Majority  Leader  of  the  House. 
Questions  ranged  from  the  budget,  tax  resolutions, 
business  and  personal  tax  relief,  the  energy  crisis 
and  its  economic  impact  on  Pennsylvania’s  citizens, 
and  a brief  mention  of  Mr.  Lee’s  political  future. 

Conversation  with  Democratic  Legislators  — 

WVIA/Scranton  - Wilkes-Barre  - Hazleton:  Senator 
Michael  A.  O'Pake,  Vice  Chairman,  Education 
Committee,  and  Representative  Harry  A.  Englehart, 
Chairman,  House  Policy  Committee,  talked  with 
newsmen  about  the  resignation  of  Senator  fohn 
Scales,  and  how  his  resignation  would  affect  the 
Senate;  they  discussed  the  problems  of  Watergate 
and  the  implications  it  may  have  on  elections  in 
Pennsylvania  and  the  nation.  Newsmen  also 
queried  them  on  tax  reform  and  the  budget  and  the 
“Sunshine  Bill,"  the  bill  which  would  allow  House 
and  Senate  hearings  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

Conversation  with  Secretary  Wilcox  — WQED/ 
Pittsburgh:  Secretary  of  Community  Affairs 
William  Wilcox  appeared  on  this  program  in  the 
role  of  State  Fuel  Allocations  Officer,  and  discussed 
the  Gas  Distribution  Plan,  and  what  may  have 
happened  in  case  of  a strike  of  service  station 
owners. 

Conversation  with  Senator  John  N.  Scales  — 

WQED/Pittsburgh:  Newspersons  Isadore  Shrensky 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Press  and  Frank  Matthews, 
Pittsburgh  Post-Gazette,  along  with  Linda  Goldstein 
of  WQED  Newsroom,  interviewed  Senator  Scales, 
who  resigned  from  the  Senate  on  February  4, 1974, 
and  discussed  his  reasons  for  resigning. 

Conversation  with  Republican  Legislators  — 

WQLN/Erie:  Erie  Times  Reporter  Ed  Wellejus  and 
George  Sample,  Publisher  of  the  Corry  Evening 
Journal,  queried  the  guests  on  this  program. 
Questions  put  to  Representative  David  Hays 
covered  his  possible  bid  for  the  nomination  of  Lt. 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  possible  outcome 
of  the  gubernatorial  race  in  the  state.  Senator  R. 
Budd  Dwyer  and  Representative  Hays  were  asked 
questions  about  legislation  affecting  education  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  both  were  also  questioned  about 
the  general  state  of  the  commonwealth. 


Conversation  with  Secretary  of  Agriculture  McHale 

— • WPSX/University  Park:  Agri-business, 
Pennsylvania’s  second  largest  industry,  and  its 
relationship  to  Pennsylvania's  small  farms  was  one 
of  the  major  topics  of  discussion  in  this  interview 
with  Secretary  McHale.  Norman  F.  Reber,  editor  of 
“Pennsylvania  Farmer”  magazine,  and  William 
Trimble,  an  Altoona,  Pa.,  newspaper  reporter  and 
former  farm  editor  and  publisher,  interviewed 
Secretary  McHale  on  this  program. 

Conversation  with  Republican  Legislators  — 

WITF/Hershiy : Topics  discussed  on  this  program 
with  Representative  Kenneth  B.  Lee  and  Senator 
Richard  A.  Tilghman  centered  around  the 
Governor's  Budget  Address  which  was  presented 
on  March  19,  1974. 

Conversation  with  Democratic  Legislators  — 

WLVT/ Allentown- Be thlehem-Eas ton:  Senators 
Jeanette  F.  Reibman  and  Henry  C.  Messinger  were 
the  guests  on  this  program.  Senator  Reibman 
answered  questions  about  education  in 
Pennsylvania  and  legislation  effecting  education. 
Other  questions  put  to  these  two  Senators  from 
members  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  press  concerned  the 
upcoming  Primary  Election  and  the  outcome  of  that 
election  as  they  surveyed  it. 

Conversation  with  Joseph  X.  Yaffee  - WHYY 
Philadelphia:  Integration  of  Philadelphia's  280 
public  schools  was  but  one  of  the  topics  discussed 
with  Mr.  Yaffee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Human 
Relations  Commission.  Acel  Moore,  of  the 
Philadelphia  Inquirer,  and  Elizabeth  Williams,  of 
the  Philadelphia  Bulletin,  the  reporters  who 
interviewed  Mr.  Yaffee,  are  both  members  of  the 
press  who  have  long  covered  the  Philadelphia 
school  integration  question.  Mr.  Yaffee  has  long 
been  involved  in  equality  of  races  and  sexes. 

Conversation  with  Joel  Weisberg  — WQLN  Erie: 
Joel  Weisberg,  Director  of  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau 
of  Consumer  Protection,  discussed  pending 
legislation  on  this  program.  Specifically,  House  Bill 
649,  the  "Debt  Collection"  bill  which  requires 
anybody  collecting  any  debt  to  follow  certain  codes 
of  ethics  and  the  powers  delegated  to  the  Attorney 
General  to  file  suit  for  damages  if  the  codes  are  not 
followed.  Mr.  Weisberg  also  discussed  House  Bill 
942,  which  would  outlaw  unfair  trade  practices  in 
the  state,  and  empower  the  Attorney  General  to 
protect  the  consumer  from  these  unfair  trade 
practices. 
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Conversation  with  Democratic  Legislators  — 

WHYY/Philadelphia:  This  program  featured  state 
Senator  Henry  J.  Cianfrani  and  state  Representative 
Hardy  Williams. 

Conversation  with  Republican  Legislators  — 

WHYY/Philadelphia:  This  program  featured  state 
Senator  Wilmot  E.  Fleming  and  state  Representative 
Robert  J.  Butera. 

Conversation  with  Ted  Wagner  — 

WPSX/University  Park:  Sportswriters  Ron  Christ 
of  the  Harrisburg  Patriot  News  and  Ron  Bracken 
of  the  Centre  Daily  Times  interviewed  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  PIAA  on  this  program.

Antiques:  A series  for  the  antiques  buff,  hosted  by 
noted  authority  George  Michael  and  produced  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Network.  Distributed  by  the 
Eastern  Educational  Television  Network. 

Consultation:  The  TV  series  that  brings  the  doctor 
into  your  living  room  with  host  Jack  Righeimer, 
bringing  expert  medical  advice  and  tube-side, 
bed-side  visits  to  the  audience  — a service  that 
costs  the  viewer  only  a little  time.  Produced  and 
distributed  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Medical 
Center. 
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Your  Future  Is  Now:  In  cooperation  with  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education  and  the 
Pennsylvania  State  University  Continuing 
Education  Department,  PPTN  broadcast  this 
sixty-part  half-hour  series  produced  by  the 
Manpower  Education  Institute  of  New  York  City. 
The  production  of  this  series  has  resulted  in  a 
sophisticated  use  of  the  medium  as  an  instructional 
tool,  and  allowed  the  students  and  participants  who 
watched  the  series,  studied  the  textbooks,  and 
successfully  completed  the  GED  examinations,  to 
be  awarded  a high  school  diploma.  The  series  was 
divided  into  three  major  groups  of  study,  which 
were  designed  to  develop  basic  comprehension  and 
interpretation  skills  in  social  studies,  natural 
science,  and  literature  (26  lessons);  skills  in  English 
grammar  — its  usage,  spelling,  punctuation, 
dictionary  skills,  and  vocabulary  (17  lessons);  skills 
in  arithmetic,  algebra,  and  geometry  (17  lessons). 

David  Susskind  Show:  Distributed  by  the  Eastern 
Educational  Television  Network,  this  series  boasts 
unusual  guests,  unusual  topics  and  allows  the 
viewer  an  inside  observation  of  both. 

Contemporary  topics  are  ofttimes  discussed. 

Aviation  Weather:  This  twice-weekly  series, 
produced  by  WMPB/Baltimore,  details  the  nation’s 
weather  patterns  with  a segment  of  the  program 
devoted  to  local  weather  conditions.  Primarily  for 
pilots,  but  also  of  general  interest  to  the  public. 

Lilias,  Yoga  & You:  All  over  the  country  people  are 
taking  up  an  ancient  form  of  exercise  called  yoga. 
Lilias,  Yoga  & You  is  a series  of  52  half-hour 
programs  of  yoga  which  has  received  much 
attention  and  acclaim  in  its  home  community  of 
Cincinnati.  This  series  covers  the  basic  yoga 
postures  and  breathing,  and  was  produced  by 
WCET/Cincinnati. 

A Season  of  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  for  All: 

A rebroadcast  of  a series  originally  shown  in  the 
summer  of  1973,  this  series  featured  abridged  film 
treatments  of  eight  operettas  presented  by  leading 
exponents  of  the  art  of  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  (D’Oyly 
Carte  and  Sadler  Wells  performers)  and  recorded 
by  the  Anvil  Film  and  Recording  Group.  The 
productions  have  been  abridged  due  to 
requirements  of  time,  through  the  elimination  of  the 
recitative  and  non-musical  dialogue;  the  music  has 
been  kept  intact.  This  series  is  distributed  by  the 
Eastern  Educational  Television  Network. 


Captioned  ABC  Evening  News:  This  series  is  the 

early  evening  production  of  ABC,  then  captioned 
by  WGBU  for  the  hearing  impaired.  The  commercial 
breaks  are  filled  with  information  specifically  for 
the  deaf.  This  series  is  distributed  by  the  Eastern 
Educational  Television  Network. 

Our  Street:  A continuing  drama  focusing  on  life  in 
the  black  community,  produced  by  the  Maryland 
Center  for  Public  Broadcasting  and  distributed  by 
the  Eastern  Educational  Television  Network. 

Who  Is  Man?:  Th  is  twenty-six  part,  half-hour  series 
examines  psychic  phenomena  with  Dr.  Herbert 
Puryear  of  Duke  University,  and  was  produced  by 
WHRO/Norfolk,  Virginia.  It  is  distributed  by  the 
Eastern  Educational  Television  Network. 

Verite:  This  series  represents  the  television 
premiere  of  French  film  director  Louis  Malle's 
highly-acclaimed  series  Phantom  India  and 
Calcutta.  It  is  a fresh  look  at  varied  aspects  of 
life  in  India. 

Speaking  Freely:  This  weekly  one-hour  series,  with 
host  Edwin  Newman,  is  produced  by  NBC  and 
distributed  by  the  Eastern  Educational  Television 
Network.  Guests  include  famous  people  from  all 
walks  of  life  — writers,  movie  stars, 
environmentalists,  and  women  libbers,  just  to  name 
a few. 

Agronsky  Evening  Edition:  This  series,  produced 
by  WETA/Washington,  continued  in  its  daily 
broadcast  slot,  and  features  noted  newsman  Martin 
Agronsky  interviewing  newsmakers  from  around 
the  country. 

Making  Things  Grow:  America’s  “plant  lady’’ 
Thalassa  Cruso  hosts  series  for  the  amateur 
horticulturist  — a growing  hobby.  This  series  was 
produced  by  WGBH/Boston. 

Woman:  This  series  explores  the  world  of  women 
and  studies  aspects  of  Woman  as  wife,  mother,  and 
as  a force  in  society.  Produced  by  WNED/Buffalo. 

Washington  Debates  for  the  70’s:  This  series 
debates  current  and  topical  problems  facing 
Americans,  and  America’s  role  in  foreign  policy. 
Produced  by  Broadcast  News,  Washington,  D.C. 
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Erica  And  Making  Things  Work:  This  13-part  series 
consists  of  two  15-minute  programs  — Erica 
Wilson,  the  leading  authority  on  art  needlework  in 
the  United  States,  focuses  on  the  art  of  crewel 
embroidery.  Her  half  of  the  telecast  is  packed  with 
imaginative  and  creative  ideas  and  lessons  on 
how-to  in  the  world  of  stitchery.  Making  Things 
Work  with  Thalassa  Cruso  is  a primer  on  household 
mini-disasters.  The  idea  of  this  series  is  to  help  the 
ordinary  person  cope  with  familiar  problems  in 
familiar  surroundings  with  familiar  tools.  Thalassa 
dispenses  logical  and  helpful  advice  for  many 
household  problems. 

Sports  70’s:  This  weekly  2-hour  series,  produced  by 
member  stations  of  the  Eastern  Educational 
Television  Network,  covers  a variety  of  sports 
from  football  to  snowmobiling. 

Education  Congress  1973:  A special  60-minute 
program  describing  learning  activities  that  go  on 
outside  the  school’s  four  walls  — using  the 
community  as  a classroom.  Distributed  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education. 

Taking  Better  Pictures:  A 13-week  series  of 
how-to's  for  better  pix,  distributed  by  Eastman 
Kodak  Company. 

Governmental  Hearings:  PPTN  broadcast 
unabridged  coverage  of  Dr.  Kissinger's  testimony 
before  the  powerful  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee  and  the  Watergate  Hearings,  the  Senate 
investigations.  Coverage  of  both  hearings  was 
produced  by  the  National  Public  Affairs  Center  for 
Television/Washington,  and  offered  prime-time  by 
the  Public  Broadcasting  Service. 

PPTN  performed  many  other  services  for  its 
member  stations,  including  teacher  in-service 
previews,  national  programming  previews,  CPB 
Report  on  Long-Range  Financing  & Task  Force, 
technical  training  programs,  Presidential  speeches 
and  news  conferences,  the  opening  session  of  the 
House  Judiciary  Committee,  the  committee  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  grounds  for 
impeachment  of  the  President.  In  addition,  our 
stations’  viewers  saw  a satellite  launch,  The 
National  Spelling  Bee,  various  national  and 
international  sports  competitions,  specials  for  and 
about  blacks  and  specials  for  and  about  women. 

Rock  Gospel,  a special  program  which  demands 
special  recognition,  was  especially  produced  for, 
not  about,  the  deaf  and  hearing-impaired  by 
WETA/Washington,  in  cooperation  with  Gallaudet 
College.  In  “Rock  Gospel,”  a Washington,  D.C., 
rock  band,  “The  Sons  of  Thunder,”  performed 
traditional  folk  and  gospel  music  to  a rock  beat 
while  four  teachers  of  the  deaf  interpret  the  words 


and  rhythm  in  sign  language.  The  rhythms  are  very 
important  since  television  cannot  convey  the 
vibrations  which  deaf  audiences  are  sensitive  to  in 
concert  halls  or  theaters.  This  one-hour  program 
was  distributed  by  the  Eastern  Educational  TV 
Network. 

Many  other  one-time-only  specials  from  various 
outside  sources  were  also  scheduled  on  the 
Network  for  broadcast  by  the  member  stations 
including  documentaries,  interview-type  programs, 
musical  programs  and  holiday  specials.

Gentlemen: 

We  are  pleased  to  present  to  you 
the  1974-75  Annual  Report  which 
details  the  activities  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  Commission. 

There  is  much  that  we  are  proud 
of  this  year.  With  increased  support 
from  the  Governor  and  the  General 
Assembly,  we  were  able  to 
dramatically  expand  our  programming 
services  in  response  to  the  eight 
programming  mandates  defined  in  the 
massive  ascertainment  survey  which 
we  conducted  during  the  1973-74 
season. 

For  the  first  time  since  its 
inception  seven  years  ago,  PPTN  has 
been  able  to  move  beyond  the  limited 
role  of  providing  the  technical 
interconnection  and  station  support. 

The  number  of  hours  of 
programming  produced  specifically  to 
meet  Pennsylvania’s  needs  nearly 
doubled  this  year.  During  the  1974-75 
season  we  were  able  to  produce  on  a 
regular  basis  programs  which  allowed 
free  exchange  of  ideas  between 
Pennsylvania’s  citizens,  provided  a 
forum  for  the  lively  arts,  presented 
vital  health  care  information  and  adult 
education  programs  and  provided  a 
regular  opportunity  for  public  officials 
to  speak  and  the  opposition  respond. 

We’re  pleased  with  what  we 
have  done.  And  the  public  response 
has  been  gratifying.  The  total  public 
television  audience  in  Pennsylvania 
has  climbed  to  over  four-and-a-half 
million.  And  that  is  in  addition  to  the 
over  one  million  students  who 
regularly  view  instructional  programs 
transmitted  over  PPTN. 


Our  efforts  have  been  recognized 
outside  Pennsylvania  as  well.  PPTN 
and  its  seven  member  stations 
received  a number  of  prestigious 
national  and  local  awards  during  the 
past  year. 

We  feel  this  season  has  shown 
what  can  be  done  with  a commitment 
on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
provide  a high  quality  public  television 
service  to  the  citizens  of  the  state. 

The  Commission  is  commited  to 
excellence  and  will  continue  to  fulfill  its 
role  in  providing  leadership  and 
direction  for  public  television  in 
Pennsylvania.

During  the  1974-75  season,  the  Penn- 
sylvania Public  Television  Network  took  a 
major  step  forward  in  its  evolution  toward  a 
full  service  operation. 

Over  the  past  six  years  PPTN  has  con- 
centrated on  establishing  the  necessary  tech- 
nical and  operational  end  of  the  network. 

This  was  the  prerequisite  first  step  to  lay  the 
foundation  for  later  innovative  programming 
efforts  on  a statewide  basis. 

This  past  year,  with  that  foundation  in 
place.  PPTN  made  a commitment  to  the  cit- 
izens of  Pennsylvania  to  provide  the  kind  of 
public  television  service  they  said  they  wanted. 

Recognizing  the  potential  of  the  system, 
the  Commonwealth  significantly  increased 
its  support  for  programming  services,  with  a 
resulting  dramatic  impact. 

PPTN  is  now  able  to  produce  on  a reg- 
ular basis  series  which  provide  a forum  for 
public  debate,  a medium  for  the  lively  arts, 
needed  health  care  information,  adult  educa- 
tion programs,  and  a chance  for  public  offi- 
cials to  speak  and  the  opposition  respond. 

The  number  of  new  local  and  state- 
wide productions  and  program  acquisitions 
has  increased  more  than  180%  over  the 
previous  year;  the  total  public  television 
audience  in  Pennsylvania  has  grown  to  over 
four-and-a-half  million;  over  a million  stu- 
dents now  regularly  view  PPTN- provided 
instructional  programs;  PPTN  and  its  mem- 

I'  ber  stations  have  received  a number  of 
coveted  national  and  local  awards;  and  new 
community  use  and  promotion  efforts  have 
increased  the  visibility  and  impact  of  public 
television  in  the  Commonwealth. 

This  Annual  Report  details  the  prog- 
ress of  public  television  in  Pennsylvania 
during  the  past  year  and  points  the  future 
direction  of  public  television  in  the  state. 


Public  television  got  its  start  in  Penn- 
sylvania 20  years  ago  when  the  first  com- 
munity owned  station  in  the  world,  WQED— 
Pittsburgh,  went  on  the  air  followed  in 
1963  by  WHYY— Philadelphia,  also  com- 
munity supported.  Over  the  next  dozen 
years,  five  other  stations  were  launched  with 
the  help  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education,  until  statewide  coverage  was  com- 
plete with  the  addition  of  the  seventh  station 
in  1967. 

That  same  year,  Governor  Raymond  P. 
Shafer  appointed  a committee  for  public 
television.  It  recommended  the  creation  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Net- 
work Commission. 

In  November,  1968,  the  General 
Assembly  passed  and  the  Governor  signed 
a bill  which  created  the  Commission.  It  was 
given  the  mandate  to  set  priorities,  determine 
policies  and  encourage  creation  of  a 
dynamic,  free  and  effective  public  television 
service  for  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania. 

To  meet  its  mandate,  the  Commission 
created  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  (PPTN)  in  1969.  PPTN  was  to  link 
the  seven  stations  together,  be  the  source  of 
creative  and  dynamic  programming  and  aid 
the  seven  stations  in  building  and  supporting 
a strong  statewide  system. 

PPTN  began  by  providing  the  hard- 
ware and  basic  support  for  the  operation  of 
a statewide  system.  But  more  recently,  par- 
ticularly during  the  past  year,  PPTN  has  sig- 
nificantly increased  programming  services 
by  offering  an  enlarged  local,  statewide  and 
Instructional  Television  (ITV)  program  sched- 
ule. The  most  dramatic  change  during  the 
1974-75  season  has  been  the  increase  in 
high  quality  productions  addressed  specifi- 
cally to  meet  the  identified  needs  of  the 
people  of  Pennsylvania.

Determining  the  People’s  Needs 

To  determine  viewer  interests,  set  pro- 
gram priorities  and  most  effectively  use 
state  funds,  PPTN  in  1973-74  conducted  a 
massive  ascertainment  study  to  find  out 
what  program  services  Pennsylvanians  most 
wanted  their  state  network  to  provide. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  John  O.  Hershey, 
the  PPTN  Commission  and  the  stations  con 
ducted  the  survey. 

Nearly  500  personal  in-depth  inter- 
views were  conducted  with  community 
leaders  across  the  state;  143  citizens  testified 
at  televised  open  public  hearings  held  at  the 
seven  stations;  and  most  impressively,  5,700 
Pennsylvanians  felt  strongly  enough  about 
public  television  to  respond  to  a newspaper 
questionnaire  which  asked  what  programs 
they  would  like  to  see  on  public  television. 

The  statewide  ascertainment  project 
was  completed  in  April,  1974.  It  forms  the 
basis  for  a 600-page  report  on  the  state  of 
public  television  in  Pennsylvania  which  was 
widely  distributed  last  year. 

In  response  to  the  public  interest  in 
public  television  evidenced  by  the  survey, 
the  General  Assembly  overwhelmingly  passed 
a $7  million  1974-75  appropriation  which 
Governor  Shapp  then  signed  into  law. 

The  statewide  ascertainment  project 
conducted  by  PPTN  was  the  first  of  its  kind. 
This  massive  survey  of  viewer  interests  was 
a precedent-setting  effort  and  is  now  a 
model  for  similar  surveys  by  other  public 
television  operations  around  the  country. 

Out  of  the  PPTN  study  came  eight 
clearly  identified  needs  as  determined  by 
the  cross  section  of  Pennsylvanians  surveyed:

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A major  highlight  of  PPTN’s  1974-75  season 
was  the  monthly  issue-oriented  Pennsylvania  Town 
Meeting,  featuring  experts  and  interested  citizens 
across  the  state.  The  program  was  produced  live, 
simultaneously  interconnecting  all  seven  stations, 
allowing  each  local  group  the  opportunity  to  discuss 
and  debate  its  position  and  opinions.  Follow-up 
activities  to  the  programs  included  offers  of  additional 
written  information  on  the  topic  of  the  month  and 
group  discussions  on  related  issues. 

Pennsylvania  Town  Meeting  tackled  the 
problem  of  inflation  and  the  economy  in  November, 
1974,  with  economists,  union  officials  and  other 
citizens  offering  their  views  and  experiences.  “A  Call 
for  Help,”  January’s  Town  Meeting,  centered 
attention  on  the  problem  of  alcoholism  and  the 
possibilities  for  treatment  in  Pennsylvania.  Here, 
statewide  segments  were  interspersed  with 
community  meetings  which  examined  resources  on 
the  local  level. 

In  March,  1975,  Town  Meeting  explored  the 
legal,  medical,  religious  and  human  positions  of  those 
concerned  with  the  rights  of  the  dying  and  the 
question  of  maintaining  life  with  extraordinary 
nedical  procedures.

Doctors,  businessmen,  public  officials  and 
citizens  gathered  in  studios  around  the  state  in  April 
to  exchange  ideas  on  health  care  in  rural  and  urban 
areas,  relief  for  the  poor  and  elderly  and  the 
effectivenss  of  the  Medicare/Medicaid  system  as  a 
model  for  a national  health  insurance  program. 

The  month-long  PPTN/WPSX  project,  To  Age 
is  Human,  was  concluded  in  May  with  Town  Meeting 
participants  focusing  on  the  financial,  health  and 
housing  needs  of  the  elderly  as  well  as  those  needs 
which  money  cannot  fulfill. 

At  the  local  level,  PPTN  funds  helped  make 
possible  a wealth  of  programming  on  issues  affecting 
people  throughout  the  state.  WQLN — Erie  provided 
monthly  coverage  of  city  school  board  and  city 
council  meetings;  WHYY — Philadelphia  afforded  a 
wide  range  of  citizens  and  special  interest  groups  the 
opportunity  to  express  their  views  on  Take  12; 

Rappp  Lab,  a live  24-hour  public  discussion  of  the 
quality  of  life  in  the  Lehigh  Valley,  was  produced  by 
WLVT — Allentown/Bethlehem/Easton;  and 
WQED’s  Weekly  focused  on  the  lives  and  lifestyles  of 
western  Pennsylvanians  as  well  as  community  issues, 
problems  and  solutions.

Drama,  music,  and  the  visual  arts 
captured  the  attention  of  many  of  the 
people  who  spoke  to  PPTN  in  the 
statewide  ascertainment. 
Pennsylvanians  said  they  wanted 
PPTN  to  give  the  lively  arts  regular 
exposure. 


Highlights  of  the  Philadelphia  Folk  Festival 
were  recorded  for  broadcast  as  a 13-part  series 
produced  for  PPTN  by  WHYY — Philadelphia.  Fifty 
outstanding  folk  musicians  were  featured  in 
performance  at  the  old  Pool  Farm  outside 
Schwenksville  in  the  oldest  and  most  famous  folk 
festival  in  the  nation. 

Lord  Kenneth  Clark  was  host  to  a series  that 
explored  the  rise  of  the  Romantic  movement  and 
introduced  artists  of  the  period.  The  Romantic 
Rebellion,  a fifteen-part  series,  reviewed  the  advance 
of  art  from  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  to 
the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

A Family  at  War  portrayed  the  experience  of  a 
British  family  through  the  period  of  World  War  II. 
The  best  animated  films  from  around  the  world  were 
featured  on  International  Animation  Festival  Monty 
Python  s Flying  Circus  offered  a zany  collection  of 
humor,  satire  and  parodies.

Pennsylvania  parents 
requested  continued  broadcasts  of 
programs  with  educational  as  well  as 
entertainment  value  for  their  children, 
and  the  youth  asked  for  more 
coverage  of  school  events. 
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PPTN’s  youngest  viewers  were  again  treated  to 
their  favorite  characters  and  video  friends  on 
award-winning  children’s  programs  designed  to 
educate  and  entertain. 

In  a program  designed  by  early  childhood 
educators  to  reach  the  disadvantaged,  PPTN  brought 
the  Cookie  Monster,  Big  Bird,  Oscar  the  Grouch  and 
other  beloved  denizens  of  Sesame  Street  to 
thousands  of  youngsters  across  the  state. 

The  Emmy-award  winning  Electric  Company 
experimented  with  innovative  techniques  to  help 
meet  the  problem  of  reading  failure  among  school 
children.  Characters  such  as  Spiderman,  Easy 
Reader,  and  the  Librarian,  helped  Pennsylvania 
children  learn  the  basic  skills  of  reading. 

A show  for  children  by  children,  ZOOM, 
received  over  one-million  letters  from  children  across 
the  country,  including  many  Pennsylvania 
enthusiasts.

Pennsylvania’s  citizens  were  brought  closer  to 
their  government  by  a weekly  half-hour  series  of 
interview  and  special  interest  broadcasts  entitled 
People,  Places,  Things,  Now.  It  offered 
Pennsylvanians  the  chance  for  a first  hand  look  at  the 
people  who  were  representing  them  and  making 
decisions  in  state  government,  the  courts,  business 
and  industry.

In  addition  to  the  weekly  interview  program, 
PPTN  broadcast  a number  of  special  public  affairs 
events.  These  included  the  Opening  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  Inauguration  Ceremonies  of  the 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  PPTN  broadcast  coverage 
of  such  national  events  as  the  confirmation  hearings 
for  Secretary  of  State  Henry  Kissinger  and  Vice 
President  Rockefeller;  a special,  The  Warren  Years, 
following  the  Chief  Justice’s  death;  the  Swearing-in  of 
President  Ford  and  the  White  House  Summit  Meeting 
on  Inflation. 

WHYY — Philadelphia  produced  for  PPTN  a 
special  broadcast  entitled,  Twice  Upon  a Congress, 
on  the  reconvening  of  the  first  Continental  Congress. 
It  presented  information  on  the  foundations  of 
American  government  and  current  affairs. 

WQED — Pittsburgh  produced  Education 
Exchange:  Where  the  Buck  Stops  and 
WITF — Hershey,  Education  Exchange,  both  statewide 
programs  on  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education  and  educational  practices  in  the  state. 

At  the  local  level,  WLVT — Allentown  broadcast

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PPTN  spearheaded  a month-long  statewide 
effort  in  January,  1975  to  educate  and  motivate 
I people  on  the  problems  of  alcoholism  in  the 
, Commonwealth.  When  to  Say  When,  produced  by 

IWQED — Pittsburgh  with  support  from  the  Governor’s 
Council  on  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse,  helped  identify 
specific  services  available  for  alcoholics  and  their 
families.  Agencies  across  the  state  reported  a 50  to 
300%  increase  in  requests  for  help  during  January. 

WQED  also  produced  Drink,  Drank,  Drunk,  a 
program  providing  an  hour  of  entertainment  and 
straight-talk  on  alcoholism,  hosted  by  Carol  Burnett. 
600,000  Pennsylvanians  sought  people  out  in  all 
1 comers  of  the  state  and  from  different  segments  of 
the  community  to  discover  how  and  why  they  had 
become  alcoholics.  The  problems  faced  by  family 
! members  of  alcoholics  were  examined  on  No  One 
j Drinks  Alone.  A Drink  at  Lunch  focused  on  the 
I alcoholic  employee  and  the  resources  available  to 
him.  The  final  program  in  the  series  interconnected 
the  seven  stations  in  a live  town  meeting.  A Call  for 
! Help  allowed  regional  authorities  to  interact  with 
phone-in  questions  and  to  provide  a solid  base  of 
information  on  all  areas  of  alcoholism.

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5.  To  Receive  Health  Care 
Information

Feeling  Good,  a series  devoted  entirely  to 
health  care  information  tackled  common  ailments  and 
problems  such  as  heart  attacks,  weight  control,  breast 
cancer,  drugs,  hypertension,  and  smoking. 

In  May,  1975,  PPTN  and  WPSX — University 
Park  sparked  a major  statewide  public  awareness  and 
community  involvement  campaign  on  aging  and  the 
problems  that  face  older  Pennsylvanians.  A series  of 
five  statewide  programs  included:  Old  Myths,  New 
Realities  which  defined  aging  from  social, 
psychological,  and  biological  perspectives;  Never  Too 
Late,  a “guided  tour”  through  old  age  and  three 
major  problem  areas — low  income,  health,  and 
isolation;  Pennsylvania  Magazine,  with  segments 
providing  a glimpse  into  differing  lifestyles  among  the 
elderly;  Faces  of  “A”  Wing,  a sensitive  study  of  the 
personal  and  institutional  relationships  that  develop  in 
a nursing  home;  and  a special  Pennsylvania  Town 
Meeting  which  brought  experts  and  citizens  together 
to  exchange  information  and  opinions  on  the  role  of 
society’s  aging  and  how  they  can  best  be  helped. 

A special  look  at  the  state  of  emergency 
medical  service  in  Pennsylvania  was  provided  in  the 
three-part  statewide  program,  A Stitch  in  Time. 
Produced  by  WITF — Hershey,  the  program  featured: 
“Emergency  Tales  of  Mother  Goose,”  a storybook 
effort  to  teach  children  about  everyday  emergencies 
in  the  home;  “A  Stitch  in  Time,”  a startling 
documentary  featuring  a simulated  traffic  accident 
and  a look  at  what  is  and  is  not  avialable  in 
emergency  care  in  such  situations;  and  “A  Stitch  in 
Time  Follow  Up,”  a live  roundtable  discussion 
featuring  a panel  of  persons  involved  in  the  issues 
surrounding  effective  emergency  health  care.

To  meet  this  need,  PPTN  broadcast  programs 
ranging  from  the  history  of  western  civilization  and 
topical  consumer  information  to  series  on  gardening 
and  the  energy  crunch. 

The  Ascent  of  Man,  an  internationally 
acclaimed  series  hosted  by  scientist/philosopher 
Jacob  Bronowski,  was  broadcast  by  PPTN  and 
available  for  college  credit.  The  series  chronicled  the 
development  of  man  and  was  filmed  on  location 
throughout  the  world.  Pitt,  Penn  State,  and  Temple 
Universities  joined  to  create  the  academic  materials  to 
go  with  the  series.  Over  700  students  registered  for 
the  course. 

WQED — Pittsburgh  produced  two  follow-up 
programs  to  go  with  The  Ascent  of  Man.  The  Age  of 
the  Computer  explored  the  role  of  the  computer  in 
: contemporary  society,  and  The  Coming  of  the  Space 
Age  examined  man’s  conquest  of  space. 

Other  series  for  adult  education  included  the 
Saga  of  Western  Man,  a 12-part  program  detailing 
the  technological  and  cultural  history  of  western 
civilization;  Book  Beat,  a weekly  series  hosted  by 
Chicago  Tribune  critic  Robert  Cromie,  which  features 
interviews  with  contemporary  authors;  Pioneers  of 
Modem  Painting,  a series  focusing  on  the  lives  and 
works  of  contemporary  American  and  European 
painters;  Consumer  Survival  Kit,  a weekly  program 
which  sought  to  aid  the  consumer  in  solving 
; purchasing  and  service  problems;  NOVA,  a science 
series  for  kids  and  adults  exploring  everything  from 
the  way  we  sleep  to  how  birds  sing;  the  Life  of 
! Leonardo  da  Vinci,  a dramatic  series  which  portrayed 
i the  life  of  one  of  history’s  most  creative  and  prolific 
people;  and  Solar  Energy,  a report  on  the  rapidly 
expanding  research  into  solar  energy  as  an  energy 
I alternative,  with  coverage  of  activities  at  major 
research  centers  in  the  southwestern  United  States.

Half  of  the  citizens  surveyed  indicated 
the  need  for  adult  instructional 
programming.  While  the  local  station  is 
the  most  appropriate  institution  for 
meeting  these  needs,  it  is  important 
that  public  television  approach  this 
need  with  a cohesive  and 
well-organized  approach. 


Other  statewide  broadcasts  included  Farm, 
Home  and  Garden,  a week-nightly  series  giving 
information  on  agriculture,  home  management  and 
tips  for  consumers  from  the  Penn  State  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  and  WPSX — University  Park;  and 
State  of  the  Weather/Shape  of  the  World  combining 
Pennsylvania’s  most  comprehensive  weather  forecast 
with  topical  discussions  about  the  world  around  us. 

You  Owe  It  to  Yourself  was  a 13-part  series 
on  consumer  education,  budgeting,  credit,  housing 
and  mortgages,  and  money  management  produced 
by  WITF — Hershey;  TV  Garden  Club,  a weekly 
30-minute  series  produced  by  WHYY — Philadelphia, 
provided  information  for  the  home  gardener; 
Beginning  to  Sew,  produced  by  WPSX — University 
Park,  gave  basic  instruction  on  sewing  techniques;

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Public  television  viewers  in  Pennsylvania  were 
treated  to  a wide  range  of  special  programming 
designed  to  create  awareness  and  an  understanding 
of  the  concerns  and  contributions  of  our  minority 
citizens. 

Black  Perspective  on  the  News  brought 
national  newsmakers  together  every  week  with  the 
nation’s  black  press  to  explore  the  effects  of  news 
events  on  the  black  community.  The  program  was 
produced  by  WHYY — Philadelphia  as  a regular 
feature  on  the  Public  Broadcasting  Service. 

From  the  halls  of  the  U.S.  Senate  and  the 
school  buses  of  Boston  to  three  generations  of  Puerto 
Ricans  in  New  York  and  the  Cubans  in  Miami, 
Interface  looked  at  America  with  its  diverse  cultures 
and  attempted  to  discover  areas  where  different 
people  came  together,  interacted,  and,  as  host  Tony 
Batten  puts  it,  “occasionally  exploded.” 

WLVT — Allentown  produced  Mundo  Hispano, 
a series  of  half  hour  programs  combining  interviews, 
news  and  music  for  the  Chicano  community  in  the 
Lehigh  Valley.  People:  Pittsburgh,  a WQED 
production,  explored  the  use  of  television  to  reduce 
racial  and  ethnic  tension;  while  the  station’s  weekly 
television  essay,  Black  Horizons,  focused  on  local 
community  affairs  from  the  black  perspective. 

A series  of  remote  broadcasts  from  inner  city 
community  centers,  WQLN — Erie’s  Pace  combined 
music,  commentary  and  opinion  from  Erie’s  minority 
populations. 

Host  Tony  Brown  explored  the  black 
experience  with  dance,  music,  and  interviews  with 
lewsmakers  and  personalities  on  the  popular  Black 
Journal. 

PPTN  brought  young  viewers  Villa  Alegre,  a 
lew  bilingual  educational  series  intended  for  children 
Df  all  backgrounds.  While  highlighting  the  nation’s 
:ultural  diversity,  the  program  provided  the  context 
tor  learning  about  human  relations  and  the 
anvironment.

The  aim  of  award-winning  Carrascolendas,  a 
series  of  half  hour  bilingual  programs  was  to  cultivate 
in  young  children  an  awareness  and  acceptance  of 
the  Hispanic  peoples  and  their  contributions  to 
American  society. 

PPTN  featured  one  of  the  few  national 
television  series  to  address  itself  to  the  serious 
concerns  and  common  problems  faced  by  53%  of 
the  country’s  population.  Produced  by  women  for 
women,  WOMAN  with  host  Sandra  Elkin  dealt  with 
subjects  ranging  from  day  care  to  rape  and  from 
women  as  alcoholics  to  women  as  a political  force. 

A special  look  at  Pennsylvania  events,  features 
and  faces  was  presented  by  a monthly  montage  from 
every  corner  of  the  state.  The  seven  PPTN  stations 
produced  Pennsylvania  Magazine  features  to  illustrate 
activities  and  people  from  their  specific  localities. 
Viewers  across  the  Commonwealth  watched 
segments  on  folk  art,  football,  Philadelphia  street 
gangs,  dinner  theaters,  trucker  strikes,  and  more. 
Some  topics  dealt  with  serious  subjects  such  as 
nuclear  power  or  euthenasia;  others,  strictly  for  fun, 
included  a look  at  a cheerleaders’  school  or  a 
discourse  on  the  negotiability  of  a check  written  on 
the  side  of  a cow. 

Pennsylvanians  also  watched  their  neighbors  on 
The  Grange  Fair  as  thousands  ventured  onto  the 
campgrounds  to  live  during  the  week-long  activities. 
Produced  by  WPSX — University  Park,  the  program 
recorded  the  sights,  sounds,  and  history  of  the  100th 
anniversary  of  this  traditional  event. 

The  history  of  Pennsylvania  canals  and  the 
colorful  people  who  worked  the  routes  linking 
Pittsburgh  and  Philadelphia  were  delightfully 
illustrated  on  Of  Mules  and  Men,  a PPTN  special 
produced  by  WITF — Hershey.  The  program  included 
rare  vintage  film,  memorabilia,  and  a visit  with  a 
former  canal  boat  pilot.

To  meet  this  need,  PPTN  provided  public 
affairs  coverage  of  significant  state  and  national 
hearings,  special  events  and  interviews  with 
newsmakers. 


During  October  1974,  the  Select  House 
Committee  on  State  Contract  Practices  heard 
testimony  from  Governor  Shapp,  the  first  time  a 
Governor  has  appeared  before  such  a committee. 

For  three  days,  PPTN  covered  the  hearings 
gavel-to-gavel.  Each  night  of  the  hearings,  viewers 
across  the  state  tuned  to  PPTN  stations  to  watch  the 
action.  Additionally,  PPTN  featured  interviews  on 
People,  Places,  Things,  Now  with  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  Representative  Patrick  Gleason  and 
with  Representatives  James  Manderino  and  Harry 
Englehart,  Jr.,  both  also  members  of  the  Committee. 

PPTN  also  presented  Governor  Milton  J. 

' Shapp  in  a live  ninety-minute  statewide  press 
conference  and  followed  the  session  with  coverage  of 
the  legislative  viewpoint  on  issues  raised  by  the 
Governor.  Special  events  such  as  the  Governor’ s 
State  of  the  Commonwealth  Message  and  the 
Republican  Response  to  the  State  of  the 
Commonwealth  Message,  as  well  as  the  Governor’s 
Budget  Message  and  the  Republican  Response  to  the 
Governor’s  Budget  Message  were  also  televised.

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ITV  serves  over  a million  Pennsylvania  students 


Instructional  Television  Sendee 

From  kindergarten  through  twelfth 
grade,  over  a million  students  view  instruc- 
tional television  (ITV)  programs  broadcast 
by  the  seven  PPTN  member  stations. 
In-school  instructional  programs  are  a vital 
part  of  PPTN  program  service,  as  the  total 
number  of  ITV  programs  provided  has 
increased  by  over  fifty  percent  in  the  past 
two  years. 

Service  provided  by  the  network,  its 
member  stations  and  their  broadcast  coun- 
cils are  tailor-made  to  meet  specific  educa- 
tional needs  of  the  parochial,  private  and 
public  school  districts  within  the  Common- 
wealth. 

PPTN’s  usual  instructional  broadcast 
day  begins  at  8:30  am  and  continues  to 
3:00  pm,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  net- 
work provides  an  average  of  175  program 
feeds  per  week  to  the  stations  in  a 30-week 
schedule  which  begins  in  late  September 
and  runs  until  the  end  of  May. 

Programs  on  the  instructional  schedule 
come  from  a variety  of  sources:  those 
offered  by  the  Eastern  Educational  Network 
and  PBS;  programs  produced  by  PPTN 
member  stations:  and  programs  acquired  or 
funded  by  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education  (PDE).  There  were  a total  of  48 
program  series  available  on  the  PPTN  inter- 
connection in  the  1974-75  school  year,  an 
increase  of  over  fifty  percent  from  1972-73. 
Fifteen  of  these  48  series  were  acquired  or 
funded  by  PDE.  Station  acquisitions  for 
strictly  local  use  raised  the  total  number  of 
ITV  series  available  to  68. 

PPTN  originates  as  much  as  75%  of 
the  stations’  daily  ITV  schedule,  with  this 
percentage  varying  from  day  to  day  and 


station  to  station.  The  network  also  provides 
a refeed  of  programs  which  schools  feel 
warrant  repeating  and  three  slots  during  the 
week  where  previews  are  provided. 

Programs  acquired  or  produced  for 
the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education 
and  distributed  through  PPTN  provide  core 
curricula  material  for  school  districts.  Included 
were  such  innovative  programs  as  Science 
for  the  Seventies.  Designed  for  use  with 
primary  children,  the  series  reflected  a con- 
temporary approach  to  science  education, 
actively  involving  students  and  teachers  in 
the  lessons.  The  series  provided  four  spe- 
cially prepared  in-service  programs  to  help 
teachers  use  the  broadcasts  with  maximum 
effectiveness. 

Each  member  station  acquires  or  pro- 
duces programming  on  subjects  ranging 
from  art  to  zoology  to  meet  the  unique 
needs  of  its  service  area.  Teachers  provide 
input  for  the  program  selection  process 
through  broadcast  previews  of  all  new  pro- 
grams being  considered  for  the  following 
year.  Based  on  this  feedback,  the  in-school 
broadcast  curriculum  is  changed  and 
expanded  to  conform  to  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents and  teachers. 

School  districts  across  the  state  receive 
individual  attention  through  person-to-person 
contact  with  each  PPTN  member  station. 
Activities  range  from  specially  produced  pro- 
gramming highlighting  area  high  schools  to 
a coordinated  effort  with  parents  to  bring 
ITV  utilization  into  the  home. 

Through  the  facilities  of  PPTN  and  its 
member  stations,  ITV  continues  to  be  an 
important  part  of  the  education  of  Pennsyl- 
vania’s school-age  children. 


Captioning  Service  for  the 
Hearing-Impaired 

Toward  the  end  of  the  1974-75  sea- 
son, PPTN  began  broadcasts  of  programs 
captioned  for  the  convenience  of  the  hear- 
ing-impaired. 

Beginning  in  April,  1975,  PPTN 
broadcast  on  a regular  basis  a captioned 
version  of  the  health  program,  Feeling 
Good.  Dick  Cavett  hosted  the  weekly 
30-minute  series  which  was  distributed 
nationally  over  the  Public  Broadcasting 
Service  (PBS). 

Pennsylvania  was  selected  by  PBS  as  one 
of  18  sites  to  participate  in  the  project.  Because 
of  the  limited  supply  of  technical  decoding 
equipment  necessary  to  make  the  captioning 
possible,  only  a limited  number  of  broadcast 
outlets  can  participate  at  any  one  time. 

When  the  broadcast  originated  with 
PBS  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  captions  were 
encoded  in  the  signal  and  became  visible 
only  when  decoded  by  a special  electronic 
attachment.  Such  decoders  are  not  yet  com- 
mercially available. 

The  project  is  funded  in  part  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare’s  Bureau  of  Education  for  the  Handi- 
capped and  is  intended  to  assess  the  interesl 
of  the  hearing-impaired  in  such  a service. 

The  ultimate  aim  of  the  captioning 
experiment  is  to  make  such  decoders  avail- 
able for  home  use  while  offering  a regular 
service  of  closed-caption  programs  for  the 
hearing  impaired. 

Other  captioned  programs  are  scheduled 
for  broadcast  during  the  1975-76  season.

Community  Service 

As  an  integral  feature  of  its  pro- 
gramming service,  PPTN  has  instituted  a 
new  community  service  effort  this  year  to 
make  the  best  possible  use  of  public  tele- 
vision in  helping  Pennsylvanians  solve  prob- 
lems. It  was  the  first  such  effort  in  the  nation. 

Community  service  employs  two  main 
strategies.  First  it  forms  partnerships  with 
public  and  private  organizations  associated 
with  the  subject  of  a particular  television 
project.  The  organizations  then  form  an 
advisory  group  to  help  plan,  promote,  and 
follow  through  on  the  television  programs. 
The  advisory  group  helps  to  ensure  accuracy 
and  applicability  at  the  community  level. 

The  second  strategy  allows  viewers 
the  opportunity  to  do  something  about  what 
they  see.  Acting  as  an  electronic  information 
broker,  community  service  helps  bridge  the 
gap  between  people  and  the  resources  avail- 
able to  them.  Telephone  call-ins.  distribution 
of  print  materials,  and  sponsorship  of  com- 
munity follow-through  events  are  a few  of 
the  activities  featured. 

When  to  Say  When,  the  month-long 
statewide  project  on  alcoholism,  was  a 
major  example  of  community  use.  Working 
with  the  Governor’s  Council  on  Drug  and 
Alcohol  Abuse  and  hundreds  of  other  state 
and  local  agencies.  PFTN  helped  organize 
an  extensive  public  awareness  and  public 
action  campaign.  The  project  included  prep- 
aration of  a traveling  multi-media  presenta- 
tion for  community  leaders;  the  operation 
of  a speakers'  bureau  of  alcoholism  experts; 
development  and  distribution  of  thousands 
of  informational  pieces  on  alcoholism  and 
resources  for  help;  the  operation  of  informa- 
tion “hot  lines”  for  viewers;  and  the  organi- 
zation of  a statewide  conference  on  alcohol- 
ism attended  by  over  thirty  organizations. 
PPTN  community  service  also  developed 
the  concept,  “Do  As  1 Do,”  emphasizing 
the  parents’  role  in  preventing  alcohol  abuse. 
Aided  by  twenty-six  organizations,  the  project 
prepared  a half-hour  program  for  parents 
and  a supplemental  twelve-page  informa- 
tional booklet. 

In  May,  1975,  PPTN  instituted  To 
Age  is  Human,  a campaign  to  make  Penn- 
sylvanians aware  of  the  problems  facing 
older  citizens.  PPTN  coordinated  with  the 
Gerontology  Center  at  Penn  State  and 
involved  hundreds  of  state  and  local  agen- 
cies and  groups  in  the  process.  With  the  aid 
of  an  advisory  board,  a guide  to  community 
organization  for  older  Pennsylvanians  and  a 
leaflet  detailing  the  nature  of  the  campaign 
were  developed  and  distributed.  Over  400 
clubs  and  centers  for  the  elderly  offered 
their  opinions  on  issues  affecting  them  in  a 
“straw  vote”  developed  by  PPTN  community 
service.  Other  aspects  of  the  month-long 
awareness  project  included  the  production 
of  live,  local  follow-up  programs  with  mem- 
bers of  groups  for  older  citizens  responding 
to  phone-ins  and  the  preparation  of  public 
service  announcements. 

There  were  other  projects  which 
sought  to  maximize  the  impact  of  PPTN 
broadcast  programs.  Health  and  welfare 
agencies  watched  studio  previews  of  Feeling 
Good  programs;  while  information  materials 
were  researched  and  distributed  for  local 
use.  In  the  Philadelphia  area.  WHYY  coor- 
dinated with  local  hospitals  to  co-sponsor  a 
two-day  “Hearing  Test.” 

Hot  lines  following  broadcasts  and 
the  preparation  and  distribution  of  informa- 
tion highlighted  The  Thin  Edge  community 
service  project;  and  Consumer  Survival  Kit 


information  was  offered  through  on-air  pro- 
motion and  community  groups.  Print  mate- 
rials and,  occasionally,  study  guides,  were 
issued  for  the  specials  Twice  Upon  a Con- 
gress. A Stitch  in  Time,  The  Life  of  Adolph 
Hitler,  and  the  series,  The  Green  Line  and 
Pennsylvania  Town  Meeting. 

PPTN’s  community  service  system  is 
administered  by  a statewide  coordinator 
working  with  coordinators  from  each  of  the 
seven  member  stations.  As  a result  of  the 
broad  range  of  projects  featured  by  the  com- 
munity service  system,  member  stations 
throughout  the  state  have  reported  a marked 
improvement  in  community  involvement 
and  cooperation  with  Pennsylvania  public 
television. 

Promotion 

Even  the  best  production  can  go 
unnoticed  and  unappreciated  without  ade- 
quate promotion.  Recognizing  that  public 
awareness  is  a vital  factor  in  the  effective- 
ness of  any  television  program  service,  the 
PPTN  Commission  this  year  allocated  10% 
of  all  programming  funds  for  promotion. 

The  major  promotion  effort  is  at  the 
station  level,  where  each  station’s  public 
information  office  receives  a portion  of  its 
budget  from  the  PPTN  Commission  for 
advertising  and  promotional  activities.  At 
PPTN  headquarters,  a statewide  public  rela- 
tions, promotion  and  advertising  effort  is 
coordinated  in  concert  with  each  station. 

These  combined  efforts  are  designed 
to  bring  the  largest  possible  audience  to 
each  program  transmitted  over  PPTN. 

PPTN  and  the  stations  use  several 
promotion  techniques.  Press  releases  and 
photographs  are  sent  to  newspapers  and 
other  publications  throughout  the  state. 
Through  PPTNC  contracts,  each  station 
places  radio  and  newspaper  advertisements 
on  programs  of  special  interest.  On-air 
announcements,  posters,  brochures  and 
other  promotional  aids  are  prepared  for 
station  use.  Public  information  directors 
maintain  regular  contact  with  newspaper, 
magazine  and  trade  publication  repre- 
sentatives. 

Other  promotional  means  employed 
include  audio /visual  presentations,  speaking 
engagements,  newsletters,  and  other  methods 
of.  carrying  the  word  about  public  television 
to  the  public. 

PPTN  promotion  funds  have  signifi- 
cantly increased  public  awareness  and  sup- 
port of  public  television  during  the  past 
year.  Through  effective  promotion,  millions 
of  Pennsylvanians  have  been  made  aware 
of  programs  of  interest  and  importance  to 
them.  These  include  the  series  on  alcoholism. 
When  to  Say  When ; the  series  on  aging.  To 
Age  is  Human;  the  forum  for  public  debate, 
Pennsylvania  Town  Meeting,  and  many, 
many  more.  Without  this  promotional  effort,

thousands  of  people  who  benefited  from 
such  programming  would  otherwise  have 
been  unaware  of  it. 

As  a result  of  promotion  contracts, 
stations  can  now  advertise  on  the  average 
of  once  a week  instead  of  once  a month  as 
they  have  done  previously.  The  impact  of 
this  new  public  awareness  is  reflected,  for 
example,  at  WPSX— University  Park  where 
requests  for  program  guides  have  increased 
by  42%  and  at  WV1A— Scranton /Wilkes- 
Barre /Hazelton  where  the  number  of  viewers 
increased  by  17%  during  the  past  year.  Per- 
haps the  most  dramatic  evidence  of  increased 
public  awareness  was  the  massive  response 
to  the  series  on  alcoholism  which  prompted 
thousands  of  Pennsylvanians  to  contact 
their  public  television  station  and  local  alco- 
holism agencies  for  information  and  help. 

Summary  of  Programming  Services 

Pennsylvania  public  television  has 
come  a long  way  in  the  past  year.  With 
increased  support  for  programming  services, 
PPTN  is  emerging  as  one  of  the  most  inno- 
vative and  dynamic  TV  systems  in  the 
country. 

Last  year  over  four-and-a-half  million 
viewers  from  Erie  to  Philadelphia  regularly 
watched  the  best  in  local,  statewide  and 
national  programming  on  Pennsylvania's 
seven  public  TV  stations.  At  the  same  time, 
some  1.2  million  students  in  the  state  viewed 
instructional  programs  broadcast  by  PPTN 
as  a standard  part  of  their  school  day. 

This  past  year,  PPTN  transmitted  63 
hours  of  ITV  programming  weekly,  together 
with  156  hours  of  family  viewing,  for  a total 
of  219  hours  of  programming  originating 
with  PPTN  each  week.  To  provide  this  total 
broadcasting  service,  the  Network  Operations 
Center  in  Hershey  was  operating  15  hours 
a day  throughout  the  year  to  assure  that 
the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  got  what  they 
asked  for— the  best  in  public  television  pro- 
gramming. 

During  the  1974-75  season,  the 
PPTN  Commission  supported,  in  part  or  in 
whole,  over  2,000  hours  of  local  and  state 
wide  productions  and  the  acquisition  of 
over  1,000  hours  of  the  best  educational, 
dramatic  and  musical  presentations  available 
on  public  television.  Added  to  these  programs, 
directly  supported  by  the  PPTN  Commission, 
were  hundreds  of  hours  of  programs  under- 
written through  other  sources  and  made 
available  free  of  cost  to  the  seven  public 
television  stations  in  Pennsylvania  through 
PPTN  facilities. 

The  net  result  is  that  for  an  invest- 
ment of  $2.4  million  in  programming  serv- 
ices, the  people  of  Pennsylvania  received 
over  $40  million  worth  of  high  quality  pro- 
gramming during  1974-75.  These  programs 
cost  an  average  of  $11,600  an  hour  to  pro- 
duce, but  because  of  the  existing  PPTN 
facilities  and  the  availability  of  matching 
monies,  cost  the  Pennsylvania  stations  only 
$725  an  hour.  That’s  a return  of  16  non- 
PPTN  dollars  for  every  $1  invested  by  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania. 

Also,  because  of  the  increased  pro- 
gramming investment  this  year,  the  citizens 
of  Pennsylvania  received  over  100  hours  of 
new  programming  on  specific  statewide 
issues  they  said  they  wanted  covered.  These 
programs  were  produced  exclusively  for 
broadcast  in  Pennsylvania  and  would  have 
been  unavailable  without  the  increased  pro- 
gramming commitment. 
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The  Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  Commission  is  committed  to  equal- 
ity of  opportunity,  a basic  goal  of  our  free 
society.  Since  1972-73,  the  PPTN  Commis- 
sion has  provided  grants  to  each  of  its  mem- 
ber stations  to  help  support  training  programs 
for  minorities  and  women. 

The  programs  and  their  results  have 
received  enthusiastic  support  from  employees 
and  stations  managers  alike.  This  past  year, 
28  people  were  involved  in  training  programs 
ranging  from  technical  to  program  production 
positions. 

The  objective  of  the  program  is  to 
provide  training  for  full-time  employment  in 
the  broadcasting  industry.  In  many  instances, 
graduate  trainees  have  moved  into  perma- 
nent positions  within  the  station,  while  others 
have  turned  to  promising  careers  in  com- 
mercial broadcasting. 

A study  conducted  this  past  year 
revealed  that  PPTN  and  its  member  stations 
employ  63  members  of  minority  groups  and 
women  in  full-time  positions  requiring  pro- 
gramming and  decision  making  responsibili- 
ties. Positions  at  these  levels  include  pro- 
gram selection,  scheduling,  production, 
writing  and  directing  as  well  as  public  rela- 
tions, community  service  and  program 
information. 

Pennsylvania  public  television  continues 
to  support  its  affirmative  action  employment 
policies.  Qualified  personnel  are  recruited, 
hired  and  promoted  for  all  positions  regard- 
less of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national 
origin.

When  to  Say  When 


There  is  a common  misconception 
about  how  public  television  is  funded.  Most 
people  think  that  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments fund  public  TV  exclusively,  or  at  least 
for  the  greatest  part  of  its  income.  This  isn’t 
true.  In  fact,  during  1974-75,  federal  monies 
made  up  next  to  the  smallest  share  of  the 
public  television  budget  in  Pennsylvania.  Only 
8%  of  the  funds  supporting  Pennsylvania 
public  television  came  from  federal  sources. 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania,  through 
the  PPTN  Commission  and  the  Department 
of  Education,  supplies  a quarter  of  the  finan 
cial  support  for  public  television  in  the  state. 
But  the  majority  of  station  support,  over 
half,  comes  from  local  sources  including 
viewer  contributions,  corporate  underwriting, 
schools,  universities  and  local  governments. 

It  is  this  strong  local  support  combined  with 
state  and  federal  funding  which  enables  Penn- 
sylvania’s public  television  stations  to  provide  a 
full-service  schedule  to  their  communities. 

In  fiscal  1974-75,  the  Pennsylvania 
General  Assembly  responded  to  the  people’s 
needs  by  supporting  public  television  with  a 
$7  million  appropriation  to  be  administered 
to  the  seven  stations  and  the  network  by 
the  PPTN  Commission.  The  largest  share  of 
this  appropriation,  $4.1  million,  went  toward 
the  maintenance  of  the  system  to  pay  oper- 
ating expenses,  equipment,  training  and  the 
network  interconnection  service  (of  this 
amount,  $2.4  million  went  directly  to  the 
seven  PPTN  member  stations  in  the  form  of 
operational  and  minority  training  grants). 

The  remainder  of  the  appropriation, 
$2.9  million,  went  toward  programming 
services  including  production,  community 
service  and  promotion. 

In  order  to  provide  the  mandated 
program  services,  and  maintain  viable 
production  and  broadcast  operations,  the 
seven  PPTN  member  stations,  PPTN,  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education 
required  total  funding  amounting  to  $17.7 
million  in  fiscal  1974-75.  These  funds  also 
supported  PPTN’s  extensive  instructional 
television  service  which  accounts  for  20%  of 
the  PPTN  broadcast  schedule. 

The  largest  single  share  of  this  sup- 
port came  from  the  local  communities.  Con- 
tributions by  viewers,  corporate  and  founda- 
tion grants,  and  on-air  funding  auctions 
accounted  for  $7.1  million  (40%)  of  the 
total  support.  The  next  largest  supporter  is 
the  PPTN  Commission  with  $7.0  million 
(39%)  of  the  support.  Local  school  districts, 
colleges,  universities  and  local  governments 
provided  $1.5  million  (9%)  in  support.  The 
federal  government,  through  the  Corporation 
for  Public  Broadcasting  and  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  supported 
Pennsylvania  public  television  with  $1.4  mil- 
lion (8%)  of  its  funds.  And  finally,  the  Penn- 
sylvania Department  of  Education  provided 
$.7  million  (4%)  in  grants  to  the  seven  sta- 
tions to  assist  them  in  providing  instructional 
television  services  to  schools  in  their  areas.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I am  pleased  to  present  to  you  the  1 976 
Annual  Report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Public 
Television  Network  Commission 

PPTN  has  shown  significant  growth  and 
progress  in  many  areas  during  the  past 
year.  Instructional  TV  programming 
increased  with  over  70  programs 
distributed  to  more  than  a million  students 
across  the  state.  College  credit  programs 
were  made  more  effective  through  the 
Instructional  Systems  Development 
Service  and  PPTN's  Higher  Education 
Advisory  Committee. 

A PPTN  statewide  audience  survey,  the 
first  of  its  kind,  showed  that  public  TV 
regularly  reached  a significant  number  of 
Pennsylvanians,  both  old  and  young.  The 
study,  together  with  national  data, 
indicated  that  public  TV  was  viewed  in 
72%  of  all  homes  in  the  state  during  a 
typical  four-week  period  last  year 

PPTN  entered  the  public  affairs  arena 
with  a new  weekly  look  at  state 
government,  The  People's  Business: 
Harrisburg  Report.  A combination  of 
incisive  reporting  and  firsthand 
observation  helped  teach  viewers  how  the 
legislature  and  other  branches  of 
government  work  and  what  happens  as  a 
result  of  their  actions. 

The  quality  of  programming  produced 
by  PPTN  member  stations  was  critically 
acclaimed  on  numerous  occasions  with 
many  productions  receiving  coveted 
national  awards.  To  supplement  and 
extend  the  influence  of  this  programming. 
PPTN  and  its  member  stations  conducted 
a number  of  successful  community 
service  projects.  Land  use.  state 
government,  and  ethnic  history  were 
among  the  subjects  covered  through  print 
supplements,  special  programming,  and 
community  cooperation.

While  state  funds  continue  to  play  an 
indispensable  role  in  the  funding  of 
public  TV  in  Pennsylvania,  support  from 
other  sources  continued  to  grow.

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INTRODUCTION 

Since  its  beginning  seven  years  ago.  the 
Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network 
has  sought  to  serve  Pennsylvanians  by 
providing  the  best  in  cultural,  public 
affairs  and  instructional  television.  Public 
service— not  profit— is  the  motivating  force 
behind  public  television.  And  it’s  been  this 
motivation  which  has  resulted  in  the 
quality,  diversity,  and  response  to  human 
needs  that  have  become  characteristics 
of  the  industry 

Public  television  brings  a world  of 
knowledge  and  information  into  your 
home.  Through  instructional  programming 
at  the  primary,  secondary,  and  college 
levels,  PPTN  seeks  to  provide  basic  and 
continuing  education.  Five  days  a week 
PPTN  schedules  programs  for  use  in  the 
classroom  or  in  the  home— for  credit, 
instruction,  or  simply  for  enjoyment. 
Evening  and  weekend  programming 
services  to  the  seven  PPTN  member 
stations  include  the  best  in  music,  drama, 
the  arts,  history,  sports,  children's  fare, 
people,  and  science.

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PROGRAMMING 

The  most  visible  aspect  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network  is 
programming.  PPTN’s  goal  is  to  offer 
something  of  interest  and  value  to  all  its 
viewers  by  offering  a wide  assortment  of 
programs. 

Programs  come  from  a variety  of 
sources.  Many  are  underwritten  by 
corporations  and  foundations.  Others  are 
acquired  on  a cost-sharing  basis  by 
participating  stations  or  are  purchased 
independently.  Still  others  are  produced 
by  PPTN  member  stations  for  specific 
state  and  local  viewing  needs.  This  mix  of 
programming  combines  to  provide 
something  for  pre-schoolers,  students, 
adults,  minorities,  and  senior  citizens.  In 
addition,  viewer  feedback  helps 
programmers  meet  these  objectives. 

This  annual  report  considers 
programming  services  within  two  major 
categories:  Instructional  Television— those 
programs  offered  as  part  of  a school 
curriculum  or  for  college  credit;  and 
Public  Television— those  programs  offered 
in  the  evening  or  weekend  schedule 
which,  while  educational  in  the  truest 
sense,  are  of  general  viewer  interest. 


INSTRUCTIONAL  TELEVISION 

During  the  1 975-76  season,  PPTN  offered 
a large  variety  of  instructional  television 
programs.  Here’s  an  overview: 

Primary  and  Secondary 

In-school  instructional  programs  continue 
to  be  a vital  part  of  the  PPTN  program 
service.  This  year,  1 ,01 8,000  students 
from  kindergarten  through  twelfth  grade 
viewed  instructional  television  (ITV) 
programs  broadcast  by  PPTN  member 
stations.  The  ITV  service  reached  44%  of 
all  public  and  6%  of  all  private  school 
students  in  the  Commonwealth  through 
membership  in  educational  broadcast 
councils. 


PPTN’s  usual  instructional  broadcast 
day  begins  at  8:30  am  and  continues  until 
3:00  pm,  Monday  through  Friday.  Several 
stations  begin  programming  earlier  in  the 
day,  and  one  extends  beyond  3:00  pm. 
The  30-week  schedule  begins  in  late 
September  and  runs  through  May,  with 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and  Easter 
breaks. 

Programs  on  the  instructional  schedule 
come  from  a number  of  sources:  the 
Eastern  Educational  Television  Network 
(EEN);  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education  (PDE);  PPTN  member  stations; 
and  the  Public  Broadcasting  Service. 
Fifty-nine  programs  were  available  on  the 
PPTN  interconnection  this  year,  double 
the  number  offered  during  the  1972-73 
school  year  and  an  increase  of  1 1 percent 
over  1 974-75.  Seventeen  of  these 
programs  were  acquired  or  funded  by  the 
PDE.  Station  acquisitions  for  strictly  local 
use  raise  the  total  number  of  ITV 
programs  to  more  than  70. 

Programs  acquired  or  produced  for  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education 
and  distributed  by  PPTN  provide  core 
curricula  material  for  school  districts. 
Included  are  such  programs  as  Inside/ 
Out,  which  deals  with  feelings  and 
emotions,  providing  teachers  with  an 
opportunity  to  discuss  such  concepts  as 


death,  divorce,  love,  and  other 
experiences  previously  ignored  in  the 
classroom.  Additionally,  each  station 
acquires  or  produces  programming  on 
subjects  ranging  from  art  to  zoology  to 
meet  the  unique  needs  of  its  service  area. 


College  Credit  Courses 

During  the  1 975-76  season, 
Pennsylvanians  were  offered  a greatly 
expanded  program  of  televised  college 
credit  courses  on  subjects  from  theater  to 
science  and  psychology.  Utilization  of 
many  such  courses  was  made  possible 
through  the  efforts  of  ISDS,  the 
Instructional  Systems  Development 
Service,  (a  cooperative  project  in 
continuing  higher  education  of  the 
Commonwealth  universities— The 
University  of  Pittsburgh,  The  Pennsylvania 
State  University,  and  Temple  University) 
and  other  colleges  and  universities  in 
association  with  PPTN,  its  member 
stations  and  the  Pennsylvania  Department 
of  Education.  In  cooperation  with  PPTN 
and  PDE,  these  groups  helped  develop 
quality  broadcast  and  non-broadcast 
related  materials  for  use  in  conjunction 
with  the  TV  college  credit  courses. 

Viewers  enroll  for  credit  through 
participating  colleges  and  universities. 

The  courses  consist  of  telecasts  viewed  at 
home,  coordinated  study  materials,  and 
workshops  and  class  meetings  with  an 
instructor.  The  result  is  that  adults  who 
might  not  be  able  to  attend  daytime 
classes  or  a full  schedule  of  evening 
classes  are  able  to  study  at  home, 
combining  their  television  viewing  with  a 
less  demanding  classroom  schedule. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  courses  this 
past  year  centered  around  a 1 3-part 
series,  Classic  Theatre:  The  Humanities  in 
Drama,  featuring  full-length  dramas  from 
the  library  of  British  Broadcasting 
Corporation’s  television  adaptations  of 
classic  plays.  Each  program  was  chosen 
for  its  excellence  as  a television  drama 
and  for  the  particular  play’s  importance  to 
Western  theater. 

Two  additional  courses  aired  statewide 
this  year  included  the  repeat  broadcast  of 
Jacob  Bronowski’s  acclaimed  The  Ascent 
of  Man,  a 13-part  series  which  explores 
man’s  evolution  and  how  science  has 
contributed  to  the  shape  of  Western 
culture,  and  The  Behavioral  Revolution,  a 
five-part  series  produced  at  Penn  State 
which  explores  new  psychological 
theories  of  behavior  modification  and 
what  they  mean  for  society. 

Public  TV’s  most  ambitious  Bicentennial 
offering,  The  Adams  Chronicles,  was  also 
available  for  college  credit  through 
colleges  and  universities  throughout 
Pennsylvania.

All  programs  for  primary  and  secondary 
use  are  carefully  screened  by  various 
committees  before  they  are  scheduled. 
The  Eastern  Educational  Television 
Network  and  PPTN  then  hold  preview 
meetings  for  member  station  I TV 
personnel.  Then,  just  before  Thanksgiving 
week,  previews  are  held  for  school 
teachers.  Feedback  from  these  sessions 
helps  determine  which  programs  will  be 
used.  Topics  offered  include  life-coping 
skills,  health,  science,  mathematics  and 
geology. 

Original  broadcasts  are  scheduled  in 
several  different  time  slots  to  provide 
maximum  flexibility  and  use  by  schools. 
Repeat  broadcasts  of  programs  are 
provided  for  schools  requesting  them. 

In  addition,  each  public  TV  station  has 
one  or  more  people  on  its  staff  working  full 
time  to  service  schools  in  its  area.  These 
people  become  familiar  with  the  curricula 
of  the  schools  they  serve  and  provide 
program  support  materials.  They  also  use 
teacher  and  student  feedback  for 
designing  future  program  services.  They 
work  with  teachers  on  all  needs,  establish 
and  conduct  workshops  on  programs 
especially  on  all  new  program  series,  and 
work  with  the  Intermediate  Units  and 
school  districts'  curriculum  specialists  in 
providing  requested  services. 

The  Higher  Education 
Advisory  Committee 

The  PPTN  Commission  established  the 
Higher  Education  Advisory  Committee 
(HEAC)  to  assist  in  defining  specific  adult 
educational  needs  and  expanding 
services  to  meet  these  needs  through  the 
Pennsylvania  network. 

The  HEAC  consists  of  representatives 
from  PPTN  member  stations, 
Commonwealth  and  private  universities 
and  colleges,  the  Department  of 
Education,  community  colleges  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  Network  Operations 
Committee  and  PPTN.  It  recommends 
specific  courses  of  action  to  the  PPTN 
Commission  by  evaluating  program 
proposals  brought  to  the  Committee  by  its 
members  and  by  proposing  specific 
program  services  which  PPTN  should 
seek  to  develop.

PPTN  entered  the  public  affairs  arena  with 
a major  new  contribution  during  1976— 
The  People's  Business:  Harrisburg  Report 
which,  broadcast  statewide  every  Friday 
night,  provided  an  incisive,  informative 
look  at  what's  happening  in  state 
government. 

John  D.  Wydra  hosted  the  series,  with 
Dan  Testa  and  Karen  Stone  as  reporters. 
Together  with  executive  producer  Dick 
Lutz,  they  worked  to  make  the  program 
topical,  following  the  issues,  personalities 
and  operations  of  state  government  in 
action.  On-site  capital  coverage  of 
legislative  proceedings,  interviews  with 
newsmakers,  and  station  mini- 
documentaries on  issues  before  the 
legislature  made  up  the  program. 

Topics  covered  during  the  year 
included  Pennsylvania’s  unemployment 
compensation  system,  recodification  of 
the  school  code,  the  state's  budget 
process,  welfare  reform,  legislation  on 
aging,  consumer  protection  hearings,  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  motor  vehicle 
code  revisions  and  marijuana  legislation. 

The  People's  Business  attracted 
considerable  attention  during  its  first  year. 
Plundreds  of  newspaper  articles  heralded 
its  premiere,  more  than  1 ,800  letters  were 
received  from  viewers  asking  for 
information  offered  on  the  program,  and 
more  than  23,000  copies  of  a primer  on 
state  government  were  distributed  in 
coordination  with  the  program. 

Other  national  and  local  programs 
rounded  out  the  public  affairs  series 
offerings.  These  included  Washington 
Week  in  Review,  USA  People  and 
Politics,  Bill  Moyer's  Journal,  The  Robert 
MacNeil  Report,  Firing  Line  with  William  F. 
Buckley,  Jr.,  Politics  '76,  Black 
Perspective  on  the  News,  (produced  by 
WHYY),  Wall  Street  Week,  and  Woman 
which  focused  on  issues  and  people  of 
particular  interest  to  women. 

Audiences  in  Pennsylvania  were  kept 
aware  of  the  local  scene  as  well.  WQLN 
provided  regular  coverage  of  local  city 
council  and  school  board  meetings.  WVIA 
and  WLVT  featured  live  phone-in 
programs  with  city  councils,  mayors,  the 
school  board,  county  commissioners  and 
candidates  for  local  office.  Under  Billy 
Penn 's  Hat  was  WFlYY’s  contribution  to 
the  community  with  a weekly  look  at 
Philadelphia's  political,  social  and  cultural 
activities.  Using  film  essays  and  interviews 
WOED's  Weekly  reported  on  the  lives  and 
living  styles  of  Western  Pennsylvanians. 
WVIA  explored  community  issues  nightly 
on  Phone  44,  a call-in  show  with  local 
guests.  A perennial  favorite  of 
Pennsylvania  audiences,  State  of  the 
Weather/Shape  of  the  World,  the 
weeknightly  series  from  WPSX,  combined 
the  State's  most  comprehensive  weather 
forecast  with  interesting  discussions  on 
science  and  the  environment. 


PUBLIC  TELEVISION 

PPTN's  non-instructional  offerings  include 
a host  of  dramatic,  public  affairs,  science 
and  other  topical  programs.  Many  of  the 
programs  described  in  this  section  are 
available  in  Pennsylvania  over  PPTN 
through  the  membership-supported 
national  network,  the  Public  Broadcasting 
Service.  Many  others  are  acguired  from 
other  sources,  and  still  others  are  state 
and  local  productions. 

The  public  television  programs  are 
described  within  six  categories:  Public 
Affairs,  The  Lively  Arts,  Kid  Stuff,  People, 
Discovery,  and  Sports.  A partial  indication 
of  the  scope  of  this  programming  follows.

Throughout  the  year  PPTN  viewers  saw 
special  programs  on  federal  hearings, 
press  conferences,  and  political 
campaigns,  as  well  as  probing  reports  on 
our  schools,  the  economic  situation  of  our 
cities,  and  the  plight  of  our  aging  and 
unemployed. 

Pennsylvania  land  use— the  problems  of 
today  and  what  they  imply  for  tomorrow— 
was  surveyed  in  Land  The  Common 
Wealth . Produced  by  WQLN,  the 
documentary  focused  on  our 
overcrowded  resorts,  threatened  farm 
areas  and  mismanaged  flood-plains.  In  a 
follow-up,  WLVT  produced  Pennsylvania 
Land  Use:  Who’s  in  Charge?,  featuring 
members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Planning 


Association.  And  WPSX  queried  A. 

Edward  Simon,  Director  of  the  Governor's 
Office  of  State  Planning  and  Development, 
on  Land  Use:  The  State  Report. 

Railroads  Off  the  Track,  an  acclaimed 
documentary  on  the  rail  crisis  in  the 
Northeast  produced  by  WVIA  revealed 
just  how  great  the  problems  really  are  and 
how  they  came  to  be. 

The  quiet  crisis  of  the  Indochinese 
refugees  at  Fort  Indiantown  Gap  was 
brought  to  light  by  WITF  on  Closing  the 
Gap,  which  stressed  the  critical  need  for 
sponsors  to  help  the  refugees  resettle. 

Truant  produced  by  WLVT,  examined 
absenteeism  in  Pennsylvania  schools  and 
featured  candid,  and  often  startling, 
interviews  with  students,  teachers,  and 
administrators. 


PPTN  helped  keep  viewers  aware  of 
issues  and  happenings  in  state  politics. 
Some  examples:  On  the  eve  of 
Pennsylvania’s  primary  election,  People 
and  Politics:  A Primary  Profile  featured 
candidates  for  the  seat  of  retiring  U.S. 
Senator  Flugh  Scott.  A special  phone-in 
program,  Pennsylvania  Hot-Line  gave 
Pennsylvanians  the  opportunity  to  bring 
up  problems  and  quiz  their  legislative 
leaders.  Governor  Milton  J.  Shapp’s 
budget  address  to  the  Pennsylvania 
General  Assembly,  and  his  address  on 
state  roads  and  highways  were  covered 
and  viewers  also  heard  remarks  and 
reactions  of  state  legislative  leaders 
following  the  Governor’s  addresses. 

Nationally,  public  TV  provided  in-depth 
interviews  with  President  Ford  and  Vice

President  Rockefeller  and  covered  the 
President's  news  conferences  and  State 
of  the  Union  address.  An  assessment  of 
our  intelligence  activities  was  made  in  The 
Praetorian  Guard,  and  the  economic  crisis 
of  our  cities  was  examined  on  two 
specials,  The  Cities:  Uncle  Sam  Can  You 
Spare  a Dime?  and  Is  New  York  Saved? 

On  the  local  scene,  WITF  broadcast 
Operation  Comeback,  a clearinghouse  for 
information  and  assistance  for  those 
affected  by  the  flood  which  followed 
Hurricane  Eloise.  WHYY  investigated  The 
Oil  Refineries:  Why  Do  They  Continue  to 
Blaze?  World  Beyond  the  Point  was 
produced  by  WQED  in  cooperation  with 
the  U.S.  Department  of  State  to  strengthen 
communications  on  foreign  policy  between 
the  private  citizen  and  the  public  official. 


Bicentennial  events  were  also  covered. 
Help  was  provided  for  those  who  wished 
to  revisit  historical  sites  and  take  part  in 
the  summer  celebrations.  The  Tourists  are 
Coming,  The  Tourists  are  Coming,  a 
WHYY  production  for  the  Eastern 
Educational  Television  Network,  included 
a series  of  travel  tips,  previews  of  events, 
and  information  about  historical 
landmarks  up  and  down  the  East  coast. 

WHYY  also  provided  its  viewers  with  a 
marathon  look  at  the  Bicentennial  in  the 
Delaware  Valley  with  a special  phone-in 
program,  Whether  You  Like  It  or  Not,  July 
4,  1 976  is  Coming  And  WLVT  previewed 
events  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  with 
Bicentennial  Album,  hosted  by  Dave 
Burkett,  Chairman  of  Bethlehem’s 
Pennsylvania  Bicentennial  Committee.

Public  television  presented  a veritable 
feast  for  eye  and  ear  this  season  with  an 
outstanding  array  of  musical,  dramatic, 
and  cinema  performances. 

Musically  there  was  In  Performance  at 
Wolftrap,  hosted  by  David  Prowitt  and 
Beverly  Sills;  Evening  at  Symphony  with 
Seiji  Ozawa,  a series  of  concerts  spanning 
the  entire  history  of  symphonic  music; 
Opera  Theater  featuring  lavish  studio 
productions  and  new  interpretations  of 
classic  favorites;  Live  at  Lincoln  Center, 
with  the  New  York  City  Opera  production 
of  “The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe;"  and  Great 
Performances  with  such  musical  giants  as 
Herbert  von  Karajan,  Arthur  Rubinstein 
and  Leonard  Bernstein. 

In  a popular  vein,  Maynard  Ferguson, 
Buddy  Rich,  Ahmad  Jamal,  and  Mabel 
Mercer  were  among  those  featured  on 
WHYY's  Mark  of  Jazz.  Soundstage 
presented  Benny  Goodman,  Bob  Dylan, 
Stan  Kenton,  and  Dion  and  Phil  Everly.

The  Electric  Company,  for  example,  is 
part  of  public  TV’s  unique  and  successful 
approach  to  teaching  basic  reading  skills. 

Another  perennial  favorite  and  a major 
highlight  of  public  TV's  children 
programming,  Sesame  Street  this  year 
broadened  its  scope  and  left  the  city  with 
a special  week  of  ranch-based  programs 
celebrating  the  lifestyles  of  the  Indians 
and  Spanish-speaking  peoples  in  the 
Southwest.  And  a very  personal  friend 
returned— Mister  Rogers,  who  shared  his 
special  friends  and  secret  dreams  on 
Mister  Rogers ' Neighborhood  There  was 
a "make  believe"  and  a "real" 
neighborhood,  many  new  interesting 
projects  to  try,  and  a host  of  visitors, 
wizards,  witches,  and  animals  to  meet. 

English-speaking  youngsters  learned 
about  another  culture  and  another 
language,  and  Spanish-speaking  children 
gained  a deeper  confidence  and  pride  in 
their  background  through  Villa  Alegre,  the 
happy  village  filled  with  interesting  people. 
Through  encounters  with  Villa  Alegre 
residents,  a cultural  bridge  among 
children  was  formed. 

The  popular  variety  series  ZOOM 
featured,  and  was  created  by,  its  own 
viewers.  All  across  the  United  States, 
young  people  participated  in  the  shows  by 
sending  in  their  plays,  stories,  games  and 
ideas.  Some  were  even  visited  on  location 
and  others  joined  the  program  hosts,  the 
ZOOMers  in  the  studio  as  special  guests. 

The  wonderful  and  intriguing  world  of 
nature  was  the  subject  on  Hodgepodge 
Lodge  At  her  own  special  cottage,  Miss 
Jean,  a nature  writer,  hosted  an  informal 
open  house  where  children  stopped  by  to 
visit  with  the  animals.  An  award-winning 
series,  Hodgepodge  Lodge  taught 
children  about  ecology,  social 
responsibility  and  family  living  as  they 
explored  the  balance  of  nature  and  the 
cycles  of  its  animals. 

Young  viewers  in  the  Scranton  area 
took  an  active  part  in  Magic  Window  when 
host  Carol  Guild  shared  their  drawings, 
poems,  and  contests  with  others.  There 
was  also  a much  desired  membership  in 
the  Clean  Plate  Club  to  be  sought  and  an 
annual  summer  picnic  to  join. 

And  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  on  WLVT’s 
Scholastic  Scrimmage  rival  schools 
competed  in  a battle  of  wits,  answering 
questions  on  a variety  of  topics  posed  by 
host  Harry  Price  of  Lehigh  University.

America  has  been  described  as  a “people 
mosaic,"  and  nowhere  is  it  more  evident 
than  in  the  wealth  of  ethnic  cultures  and 
lifestyles  still  thriving  in  Pennsylvania 
today.  PPTN  traveled  through  history  and 
across  the  state  to  provide  viewers  with  a 
look  at  their  neighbors  and  ancestors  in 
the  five-part  series,  Pennsylvania;  An 
Ethnic  Portrait.  Produced  by  WVIA,  the 
programs  traced  the  heritage  of  modern 
Pennsylvania  from  the  arrival  of  the  first 
Quaker  in  1 682  to  the  more  recent 
immigrants  from  Puerto  Rico. 

Our  national  heritage  was  brought  to 
life,  too,  when  public  TV  celebrated  the 
Bicentennial  with  The  Adams  Chronicles. 
Considered  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
significant  drama  series  ever  produced  by 
an  American  public  TV  station,  the 
programs  detailed  how  four  generations 
of  one  family— beginning  with  John  and 
Abigail  Adams— helped  determine 
America's  directions  and  legacy  for  the 
future. 

There  were  other  colonial  peoples  to 
know  and  understand  as  well.  WQED  and 
the  National  Geographic  Society  went  on 
location  with  Henry  Fonda  for  Decades  of 
Decision , a series  focusing  on  decisions 
faced  by  those  living  during  the 
Revolution.  Viewers  watched  George 
Washington  ponder  whether  violence  was 
legitimate  political  dissent,  and  saw 
colonial  citizens  ask  why  they  should 
fight. 

Pennsylvanians  learned  about  the 
history,  origin  and  culture  of  our  State’s 
colonial  farmers  in  WLVT’s  Quiet  Valley. 
WVIA  recreated  the  life  of  an  original 
Wyoming  Valley  pioneer  and  soldier  in 
Luke  Swetland  A Colonial  Saga.  From 
WHYY  came  William  Penn : The 
Passionate  Quaker  and  You  Had  to  Be 
There,  a tongue-in-cheek  romp  through 
the  Revolution  with  235-year-old  Eustis 
Estes.  And  WPSX  produced  Eastward, 

Ho!,  a documentary  on  a crosscountry, 
covered  wagon  trek  which  ended  in  Valley 
Forge. 

There  were  contemporary  people  to 
meet,  too.  Public  TV  paid  tribute  to  special 
people.  Woman  Alive!  looked  at  the  world 
of  women;  and  Images  of  Aging, 
produced  by  WITF,  provided  a loving  and 
personal  glimpse  of  the  aged  as  seen  by 
themselves  and  others. 

Black  Journal  celebrated  its 
“Blackcentennial”  with  emphasis  on  the 
historical  and  contemporary  contributions 
of  blacks  to  society  In  Going  Wild  at 
Home  with  Euell  and  Freda  Gibbons,  WITF 
provided  a memorable  visit  with  the  great 
naturalist  and  his  wife  at  their 
Pennsylvania  home.  WPSX  sensitively 
portrayed  the  inner  strength  and  courage 
of  a terminally  ill  resident  of  a Lewisburg 
nursing  home  in  The  Final  Proud  Days  of 
Elsie  Wurster  The  Kutztown  Folk  Festival, 
produced  by  WLVT,  presented  a 
kaleidoscopic  view  of  the  annual  fair  and 
the  lifestyles  and  traditions  of  the 


Pennsylvania  Dutch. 

Public  TV  also  went  abroad.  WQED  and 
The  National  Geographic  Society  visited 
with  bargemen,  fishermen,  and  island 
dwellers  on  This  Britain:  Heritage  of  the 
Sea.  And  a two-year  trek  into  the  wilds  of 
Africa,  the  Arctic  and  the  South  Seas 
culminated  in  a documentary  on  little- 
known  tribal  cultures  and  their  rituals,  The 
Tribal  Eye. 

Local  productions  provided  viewers 
with  a look  at  the  personalities  in  their  own 


communities.  They  included  WITF’s  Bill 
Varney's  Downstairs  Studio,  WPSX’s 
Talkabout,  WQLN’s  Only  People,  Take  12 
from  WHYY,  Time  with  Carol  on  WVIA, 
and  Public  Sector  from  WLVT. 

WLVT  also  produced  Mundo  Hispano 
for  its  Spanish  community;  WQED’s  Black 
Horizons  provided  a weekly  series  of 
black-oriented  programs;  and  WLVT’s 
Black  Exposure  covered  topics  of  interest 
to  blacks  in  the  Lehigh  Valley.

Public  TV’s  unique  "how  to”  series  and 
fascinating  science  programs  helped 
curious  viewers  discover  new  ideas, 
interests,  and  insights  into  the  way  things 
work. 

Using  sophisticated  photographic 
techniques,  WQED  and  the  National 
Geographic  Society  took  a remarkable 
journey  through  the  inner  organs  of  The 
Incredible  Machine,  the  human  body. 
Viewers  could  see  inside  the  womb  during 
conception  and  pregnancy,  traveled 
through  the  microscopic  workings  of  the 
inner  ear,  and  watched  the  intricate 
movements  of  the  human  skeleton  and 
bone  joints. 

PPTN  looked  at  the  psychology  of  how 
people  behave  in  The  Behavioral 
Revolution.  The  five-part  series,  produced 
by  WPSX,  explored  the  science  of 
behavior  modification  and  the  ethical  and 
moral  issues  surrounding  its  use. 

On  NOVA,  the  series  of  "science 
adventures  for  curious  grown-ups,” 
viewers  learned  how  the  nose  "smells,” 
why  earthquakes  occur,  and  what  sharks 
are  really  like. 

Public  TV  explored  the  habitats  and 
lifestyles  of  animals  living  thousands  of 
miles  apart  on  It's  Hard  to  Be  a Penguin, 
and  on  two  specials  presented  on  PBS  by 
WQED,  Search  for  the  Great  Apes  and 
The  Animals  Nobody  Loved. 

There  was  more  to  discover,  too. 
Would-be  and  seasoned  gourmets 
learned  the  fine  art  of  wine  tasting  and 
serving  on  WVIA’s  Enjoying  Wine  with 
Paul  Gillette,  tasted  authentic  old-world 
Italian  cooking  on  The  Romagnoli's  Table, 
and  stretched  their  budgets  with  the 
recession  cookbook  of  the  air,  WHYY’s 
What's  Cooking? 

TINSTAAFL  (There  is  no  such  thing  as  a 
free  lunch)'explamed  the  ins  and  outs  of 
American  business.  Produced  by  WITF, 
the  13-part  series  helped  answer 
questions  about  our  free  enterprise 
system  and  kept  viewers  up  to  date  on 
economic  news. 

WHYY’s  Roy  Kersey  provided  green 
thumb  advice  on  TV  Garden  Club,  and 
Paul  Speice  of  WQLN’s  Guppies  to 
Groupers  introduced  beginners  to  the 
world  of  tropical  fish  and  taught  veterans 
the  art  of  selecting  and  breeding  exotic 
species.  WPSX’s  Farm,  Home  and  Garden 
provided  tips  on  everything  from 
gardening  to  home  management  and 
consumer  ideas. 

"How  to”  programs  also  offered  advice 
to  consumers.  Auto  Test  '76  helped  new 
car  buyers  make  sense  out  of  the 
bewildering  array  of  new  car  models  on 
the  market.  Consumer  Survival  Kit  this 
year  scrutinized  small  claims  courts, 
dental  care,  nursing  homes,  financial 
institutions  and  advertising  practices. 
Antiques,  with  host  George  Michael, 
helped  collectors  and  newcomers 
distinguish  valuable  antiquities  from 
frauds  and  imitations. 


There  was  step-by-step  instruction  for 
those  who  wanted  to  learn  new  skills  or 
brush  up  on  old  ones.  College  for 
Canines,  for  instance,  taught  dog  owners 
basic  training  techniques;  while  Erica 
Wilson  showed  viewers  of  Erica  the  art  of 
needlework.  Through  WPSX,  Beginning  to 
Sew  covered  tools,  fabric  facts,  and  basic 
instruction  on  sewing  buttonholes,  hems 
and  everything  in  between.  And  Play 
Bridge  with  the  Experts  let  viewers  do  just 
that— and,  in  the  process,  improve  their 
game!

SPORTS 

From  the  grueling  marathon  races  of  1896 
to  the  Russians’  infamous  “three  second" 
victory  over  the  U.S.  basketball  team  in 
1972,  the  outstanding  PBS  series 
Olympiad  chronicled  the  80-year  history 
of  the  modern  Olympics  and  provided  one 
of  the  major  highlights  of  the  public  TV 
sports  season. 

Public  TV  cameras  also  traveled  cross 
country  to  cover  the  best  in  major  sports 
competitions.  Tennis  was  a favorite:  Chris 
Evert  defended  her  U.S.  Clay  Court  title 
against  Julie  Heldman,  Australian  Rod 
Laver  and  Sweden's  Bjorn  Borg  appeared 
on  Grand  Prix  Tennis:  Summer  Tour,  top 
players  competed  for  singles  and  doubles 
titles  in  the  Women's  National  Collegiate 
Championships:  and  former  tennis 
champs  proved  their  mettle  in  the 
Almaden  Grand  Masters  tennis  tourney. 

Viewers  were  also  treated  to  top  rank 
competition  in  the  Travelers  Badminton 
Open  and  watched  the  Orange  Blossom 
Classic,  the  oldest  and  most  prominent 
black  college  football  game  in  the  nation. 

Closer  to  home,  PPTN  provided 
Pennsylvanians  with  the  best  in  collegiate 
and  high  school  sports  competitions. 
WLVT  followed  the  1 975/76  EIWA  and 
PIAA  Wrestling  Championships  WQED 
caught  the  PIAA  State  Basketball  Finals  at 
Flershey  and  WPSX  covered  the  final 
matches  of  the  Third  Annual  Penn  State 
Invitational  Wrestling  Tournament. 

The  Nittany  Lions  of  Penn  State  were 
also  back  with  Coach  Joe  Paterno  and  co- 
hosts Fran  Fisher  and  Jim  Tarman  for 
WPSX’s  universally  popular  TV 
Quarterbacks  This  weekly  series  provided 
football  fans  with  film  highlights  of  each 
week's  game  together  with  player 
interviews,  Paterno’s  “chalk-talks,’’  and 
some  general  observations  on  the  game 
of  football. 

Public  TV  also  provided  viewers  with 
some  unusual  observations  on  the  world 
of  sports.  TVTV  at  the  Superbowl  took  an 
irreverent  behind  the  scenes  look  at  the 
activities  required  to  produce  the 
Superbowl  each  year.  Sports  as  a 
Humanistic  Activity,  produced  by  WPSX, 
reviewed  sports  as  part  of  the  human 
drama  and  American  society.  On  The  Way 
It  Was,  a PBS  sports  retrospective,  boxing 
great  Joe  Louis  revealed  his  thoughts  as 
he  hit  the  canvas  for  the  first  time  in  his 
career  during  his  1939  ring  battle  with 
Tony  Galento. 

Live  sports  coverage  was  a favorite  on 
the  local  scene  too.  WLVT  covered 
college  football  live,  featuring  Lehigh 
University  and  Lafayette,  Muhlenberg  and 
Moravian  Colleges.  Football  Corner 
highlighted  the  action  with  films, 
comments  from  head  coaches  and 
interviews  with  players.  WQLN  broadcast 
live  coverage  of  the  city  Bocce 
Championships  and  then  moved  on  to 
cover  women’s  basketball  and 
gymnastics,  rugby,  college  lacrosse, 
youth  soccer,  Golden  Boxing  finals, 
wrestling  and  high  school  baseball.

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OPERATIONS 

An  exciting  and  informative  array  of  public 
television  programming  reaches  across 
Pennsylvania  every  day,  week  in  and 
week  out,  because  there  is  a system  to 
deliver  it.  The  maintenance  of  that  delivery 
system  we  call  ‘‘operations." 

The  operations  budget  accounts  for  the 
largest  share  of  the  PPTN  budget.  It  pays 
for  everything  from  salaries  for  network 
and  station  personnel,  to  power  bills, 
recording  and  broadcasting  hardware, 
and  the  unique  1 ,600-mile  microwave 
path  that  makes  up  the  Pennsylvania 
network. 

During  the  1 976  fiscal  year  the  largest 
share  of  the  operations  budget  went 
toward  support  of  the  station  end  of  the 
network.  There  it  was  used  by  the  seven 
Pennsylvania  public  television  stations  to 
lease  and  purchase  technical  equipment 
including  video  tape  recorders,  television 
cameras,  film  chains,  and  auxiliary 
equipment.  PPTN  also  helped  the  stations 
to  maintain  equipment  and  facilities  and 
meet  day-to-day  expenses  through 
support  grants. 

Another  facet  of  operational  support 
during  the  past  year  has  been  the  use  of 
affirmative  action  training  grants  to 
encourage  the  training  and  hiring  of 
minority  employees  in  public 
broadcasting.  Through  this  PPTN- 
supported  program,  26  trainees  worked  in 
various  production  and  programming 
positions  during  the  past  year  The 
program,  now  in  its  fifth  year,  has  been 
successful  in  training  over  1 00  people  for 
careers  in  broadcasting. 

Most  of  the  remainder  of  the  operations 
budget  goes  to  support  the  nucleus  of  the 
Pennsylvania  network— the  Network 
Operations  Center  and  distribution 
system.  A microwave  relay  system 
interconnects  the  seven  stations  and  the 
Network  Operations  Center  through  a 
hub-and-spoke  arrangement.  This  allows 
the  Network  Operations  Center  to  transmit 
several  different  programs  simultaneously 
to  different  stations  and  also  allows 
stations  to  transmit  a program  back  to  the 
Network  Operations  Center  or  to  other 
stations  within  the  system. 

The  Network  Operations  Center's 
automated  system  allows  for  simultaneous 
storage  of  a full  week's  programming 
schedule,  provides  traffic  and  operational 
information,  and  activates  program 
switching. 

During  fiscal  1976,  the  Network 
Operations  Center  transmitted  21 ,832 
programs  to  PPTN  member  stations, 
operating  from  7:00  am  to  midnight  seven 
days  a week,  52  weeks  a year.  Program 
feeds  from  the  Center  accounted  for  85 
percent  of  the  instructional  TV  schedule 
and  75  percent  of  the  public,  or  evening, 
schedule  broadcast  by  Pennsylvania's 
seven  stations  during  the  past  year. 

The  balance  of  the  operational  budget 
at  the  network  level  went  for  salaries, 
building  and  equipment  leases, 
maintenance  and  other  office  expenses. 


COMMUNITY  SERVICE 

By  joining  forces  with  concerned 
community  groups  and  government 
agencies,  the  PPTN  Community  Service 
system  develops  projects  that  enable 
viewers  to  do  something  about  what  they 
see  on  television.  The  system  is  led  by  a 
statewide  PPTN  Community  Service 
Coordinator  who  works  with  coordinators 
from  PPTN  member  stations.  Together 
they  enlist  organizational  partners, 
formulate  community  service  strategies, 
and  develop  print  materials  for  use  in 
statewide  and  local  projects.  Local 
coordinators  also  develop  additional 
projects  for  specific  needs  in  their 
coverage  areas. 

Statewide  activities  were  carried  out 
this  year  by  the  PPTN  Community  Service 
Office  at  Penn  State  for  Land  The 
Common  Wealth,  Pennsylvania  An  Ethnic 
Portrait,  and  The  People's  Business 
Harrisburg  Report. 

PPTN  coordinated  with  the  League  of 
Women  Voters,  the  Governor's  Office  of 
State  Planning  and  Development,  the 
Pennsylvania  Land  Policy  Project,  the 
Pennsylvania  Planning  Association,  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Resources 
and  other  groups  for  the  WOLN  program, 
Land:  The  Common  Wealth.  Over  13,000 
copies  of  a booklet,  Land  Use . An 
Introduction,  were  distributed  to  viewers 
and  statewide  organizations.  The 
Community  Service  office  also  provided 
planning  support  to  the  producers  of 
Farm,  Home,  and  Garden,  The  State  of  the 
Weather /The  Shape  of  the  World,  and 
People,  Places,  Things,  Now,  all  of  which 
featured  special  editions  on  land  use 
issues. 

Numerous  ethnic  organizations,  state 
and  county  historical  associations,  the 
State  Library  Association,  Bicentennial 
commissions  and  educational  institutions 
participated  in  a community  service  effort 
for  Pennsylvania:  An  Ethnic  Portrait.  Over 
1 5,000  copies  of  a booklet,  Pennsylvania 
An  Ethnic  Sampler  were  requested  by 
viewers  and  organizations  from 
throughout  the  state. 

The  PPTN  Community  Service  Office 
prepared  A Primer  for  Capitol  Watchers  in 
connection  with  The  People's  Business 
Harrisburg  Report.  Over  23,000  copies  of 
the  booklet  have  been  distributed  to 
viewers  and  organizations,  and 
constituents  requested  them  from 
legislators.  Participating  organizations  in 
the  community  service  effort  included  the 
League  of  Women  Voters,  Common 
Cause,  the  executive  and  legislative 
branches  of  state  government,  the 
Pennsylvania  Economy  League, 
Community  Services  of  Pennsylvania,  the 
Pennsylvania  AFL/CIO  and  the  State 
Library  Association.  Additionally,  five 
background  reports  were  prepared  for 
inclusion  in  the  monthly  PPTN  newsletter 
Topics  covered  included  the  state  budget, 
Pennsylvania's  primary  election,  highway 
issues,  legislative  budgeting,  and  taxes. 


These  were  sent  to  more  than  1 ,500 
people  who  receive  the  newsletter  and 
more  than  200  organizations  and 
individuals  on  the  Community  Service 
mailing  list. 

All  stations  took  part  in  the  three 
statewide  projects  by  making  special 
contacts  with  interested  organizations  and 
distributing  materials  produced  by  the 
PPTN  Community  Service  Office. 

PPTN  stations  also  developed  outreach 
projects  surrounding  the  national 
broadcast  on  breast  cancer  entitled  Why 
Me ? 

In  addition  to  these  activities,  individual 
PPTN  stations  mounted  a variety  of 
community  service  projects  designed  to 
serve  viewers  in  their  particular  coverage 
areas.  WOLN  developed  a four-month 
series  entitled  Moving  Targets  in 
cooperation  with  the  Junior  League  of 
Erie.  Covering  mental  health,  over-the- 
counter  drugs,  leisure  time,  and  consumer 
credit,  the  series  involved  community 
groups  in  both  planning  the  series  and 
carrying  out  follow-up  utilization  projects. 

WPSX  worked  with  churches  in 
supplying  program  notes  and  discussion 
suggestions  to  promote  utilization  of  a 
PBS  special  on  dying 

WITF  developed  two  special  projects  in 
response  to  immediate  community  needs. 
Closmg  the  Gap  combined  TV  reports  with 
print  materials  and  telephone  referrals  to 
aid  in  resettling  Vietnamese  refugees. 
Operation  Comeback  combined  television 
with  a telephone  clearinghouse  in  the 
wake  of  Hurricane  Eloise. 

WLVT  aired  a series  of  community 
service  programs  developed  by  the 
Community  Relations  Committee  of  its 
"Friends  of  39."  Programs  covered  such 
subjects  as  the  Allentown  Human 
Relations  Commission,  the  employment 
crisis,  and  the  legalization  of  marijuana. 

WVIA  formed  a volunteer  organization, 
part  of  which  was  a Program  Outreach 
Committee  that  supplemented  the 
station's  outreach  efforts.  WVIA  also 
launched  a nightly  live  phone-in  program 
featuring  area  problems  and  concerns.

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AUDIENCE  RESEARCH 

A study  of  the  public  television  audience 
in  Pennsylvania  conducted  during  1976, 
together  with  comparative  national 
audience  data,  shows  that  public  TV  is 
viewed  in  72  percent  of  all  Pennsylvania 
homes  during  a four-week  period.  The 
same  study  revealed  that  43  percent  more 
Pennsylvanians  view  public  TV  than  do 
the  rest  of  the  American  public. 

Nationally,  18.5  million  television 
households  (TVHH)  are  tuned  to  public 
television  each  week.  This  is  26.5  percent 
of  all  TVHH  in  the  nation.  Due  to  the 
special  interest  nature  of  many  public  TV 
programs,  viewing  during  a four-week 
period  is  significantly  higher  than  the 
weekly  average.  Thus,  over  a four-week 
period  50.1  percent  of  all  TVHH 
nationwide  tune  in  public  TV.  In 
Pennsylvania  1 .5  million  TVHH  (38 
percent)  are  tuned  to  public  TV  during  an 
average  week.  Assuming  the  four-week 
audience  is  proportionately  larger  in 
Pennsylvania,  the  data  show  that  public 
TV  is  viewed  in  72  percent  of  all 
Pennsylvania  homes  during  a four-week 
period. 

A comparison  of  state  and  national 
figures  also  reveals  that  people  who  view 
Pennsylvania  public  TV  account  for  1 0 
percent  of  the  national  audience. 

The  PPTN  study  shows  that 
Pennsylvanians  watch  6.9  million  hours  of 
programming  per  week,  an  average  of  2.3 
hours  per  week  per  viewer.  According  to 
the  study,  80  percent  of  all  children  ages 
two  through  five  regularly  watch  public 
TV,  while  26  percent  of  all  youth  ages  6- 
1 7,  21  percent  of  all  adults  ages  1 8-64, 
and  30  percent  of  all  people  age  65  and 
older  regularly  watch  public  television. 

The  audience  study,  the  first  of  a three- 
phase  project,  was  conducted  for  PPTN 
by  Dr.  Carl  A.  Lindsay  and  Harrison  T, 
Southworth  of  Planning  Studies  in 
Continuing  Education  at  The  Pennsylvania 
State  University.  Lindsay  and  Southworth 
designed  the  study  in  cooperation  with 
PPTN  management  using  data  available 
through  Arbitron  Television,  a national 
research  organization.  The  Penn  State 
study  provides  the  first  tailor-made 
definition  of  statewide  public  TV  service 
areas.  It  also  provides  PPTN  and  its 
member  stations  with  a wide  variety  of 
valuable  information  on  audience  size, 
demographics,  and  viewing  habits. 

The  audience  study  is  a follow-up  to 
statewide  ascertainment  of  public 
interests  and  needs  in  public  television 
programming.  The  results  of  the  statewide 
ascertainment,  conducted  during  1973- 
74,  were  published  in  April,  1974. 
Thousands  of  Pennsylvanians  were  asked 
their  program  preferences  as  part  of  the 
study.  Out  of  the  survey  came  eight 
program  mandates.  These  have  served  as 
a basis  for  statewide  programming 
decisions  since.  The  statewide 
ascertainment  was  the  first  step  in  a 
longer  process  which  ultimately  results  in 


an  ongoing  cycle  of  ascertainment  of 
viewer  interests,  programming  in 
response  to  those  interests,  and  analysis 
of  viewer  reaction  The  Penn  State  study 
is  the  third  link  in  the  cycle,  and  one  which 
PPTN  management  hopes  to  make  a 
regular  part  of  the  administrative  process. 

Results  of  the  study  included  such  facts 
as:  each  week  three  million 
Pennsylvanians  view  programs  broadcast 
by  PPTN  member  stations;  and  an 
additional  800,000  out-of-staters  are 


regular  viewers  making  a total  weekly 
viewing  audience  of  3.8  million. 

The  second  phase  of  the  study,  to  be 
conducted  during  the  1 976-77 
programming  year,  will  concentrate  on 
characterizing  and  analyzing  the  attitudes 
and  viewing  habits  of  public  TV  viewers. 
The  third  phase  will  design  and  test  the 
ascertainment,  programming,  and 
audience  analysis  cycle  envisioned  by  the 
overall  project.

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FUNDING  PENNSYLVANIA  PUBLIC  TELEVISION 


Public  television  is  funded  from  a variety 
of  sources.  Funds  go  to  support  the  ITV 
and  public  program  schedules,  and  to 
maintain  the  operation  of  the  network  and 
seven  stations. 

The  largest  funding  source  is  local 
support.  Viewer  contributions,  corporate 
and  foundation  underwriting,  and  on-air 
auctions  accounted  for  49%  of  the  total 
sources  of  income  last  year  (a  51  % 
increase  from  the  previous  year).  School 
districts,  colleges,  universities,  and  local 
governments  contributed  8%  of  the  total 
income  (an  1 1 % increase). 

The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is 
the  next  largest  supporter.  Funds 
provided  through  the  PPTN  Commission 
made  up  27%  of  the  total  (down  1 6%  from 
last  year)  and  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Education  provided  4%  of 
the  income  (a  decrease  of  33%  from  last 
year). 

Federal  funds  are  the  other  major 
source  of  income.  Last  year  Federal 
support,  through  the  Corporation  for 
Public  Broadcasting  and  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
accounted  for  1 2%  of  the  total  income  (a 
92%  increase  over  the  previous  year).

Ifs  hereto  inform, 
educate,  entertain,  and  delight 
millions  of  people  across  the 
country.  We'd  like  to  give  you  a short 
report  on  what  we've  done  for  you  in 
Pennsylvania  this  year. 

The  report  tells  about  our 
instructional  and  public  IV  services, 
how  we  operate,  our  community 
service,  our  study  of  you— the 
viewers— and  where  we  get  our 
money. 

If  you've  seen  much  of  what 
we've  done  this  year,  you  can 
reminisce.  If  not,  take  comfort.  Ifs 
not  too  late  to  make  public  TV  part 
of  your  life. 
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When  it  come  to  politics,  people, 
and  points  of  view,  public  TV  digs  in 
to  bring  out  the  news. 

PPTN's  own  program.  The 
People’s  Business:  Harrisburg  Report, 
gives  Pennsylvanians  the  latest  on 
state  government.  Our  reporters 
cover  the  legislature,  interview 
newsmakers,  and  catch  the  action 
across  the  state. 

Voters  had  the  chance  to 
scrutinize  candidates  for  auditor 
general,  state  treasurer,  and  U.S. 
Senator  in  this  election  year.  In 
Campaign  Pennsylvania,  political 
hopefuls  debated  the  issues  and 
exchanged  points  of  view. 

As  state  budget  time 
approached,  PPTN  covered  the 
Governor's  budget  address  and  the 
legislative  response.  When  the 
legislators  stayed  up  till  the  wee 
hours,  our  people  were  there,  too, 
with  live  coverage  of  the  ensuing 
crisis  over  the  new  budget.

WVIA  called  on  the  State  Police 
and  PennDOT  to  help  motorists  get  a 
handle  on  the  new  driving  laws  with 
a special  edition  of  Pennsylvania 
Hotline. 

These  People,  a film  about 
community  care  for  the  mentally  ill 
and  retarded,  was  broadcast 
during  the  year.

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Instructional  Television 


Television  and  education  make  a 
greatteam.  On  any  given  day,  a 
lucky  student  can  travel  beneath 
the  sea  . . . or  walk  on  the 
moon  ...  or  even  sit  in  on  a Senate 
hearing.  TV  brings  the  world  inside 
the  walls  of  Pennsylvania's 
classrooms 

Teachers  have  used 
instructional  television  (ITV)  for  more 
than  20  years,  determining  their 
needs  as  they  go  . . . with  the  help 
of  station  ITV  directors.  This  year, 
PPTN  distributed  62  different  series. 
The  programs,  which  come  from 


state,  regional,  and  national 
sources,  are  acquired  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education  and  the  local  ITV 
councils.  This  year,  over  a third  of  all 
Pennsylvania  students  from 
kindergarten  through  1 2th  grade 
watched  ITV  in  school. 

ITV  is  supported  in  several  ways. 
Schools  receiving  the  service  help 
pay  for  it.  That  cost  is  determined  by 
how  many  students  are  served.  In 
return,  each  school  receives 
curriculum  materials  for  the  courses, 
instructions  on  howto  use  them,  and 
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any  technical  assistance  that  may 
be  needed.  They  also  have  the  right 
to  record  some  of  the  programs  for 
later  use. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education  also  helps  out.  It  pays  in 
part  for  station  broadcast  and 
utilization  services  and  acquires 
programs  for  ITV  use. 

The  third  source  of  support  is  the 
PPTN  Commission.  It  pays  for 
relaying  ITV  programs  from  network 
headquarters  to  each  station. 

Running  Pennsylvania's  ITV 
service  cost  about  $2.8  million  this 
year.  Of  this,  $1 .4  million  went 
toward  getting  the  programs  on  the 
air.  Another  $600,000  went  toward 
buying  programs  or  producing 
them.  And  a final  $800,000  was 
used  to  run  the  system  and  help 
teachers  use  the  service. 


Operations 


Now  that  you've  seen  some  of  our  programs,  you  might  like  to  know  what 
it  takes  to  get  them  on  the  air.  At  PPTN,  we  call  it  "operations,"  and  it 
covers  just  about  everything  from  salaries  and  hardware  to  power  bills 
and  a statewide  microwave  web. 

Operational  funds  lease  and  buy  technical  equipment— like 
videotape  recorders  and  TV  cameras.  We  award  grants  to  the  public  TV 
stations  in  the  state  to  help  meet  expenses,  keep  equipment  in  good 
shape,  and  maintain  buildings. 

One  way  we  help  the  stations  is  through  our  affirmative  action 
training  program.  This  year  26  people  were  trained  in  production  and 
programming  positions  through  PPTN  grants.  In  the  past  six  years,  we've 
helped  over  1 25  people  get  a start  in  broadcasting  with  this  program. 

The  operations  budget  pays  for  the  Network  Operations  Center  in 
Hershey,  including  its  recording  and  transmission  gear.  This  year,  we 
transmitted  more  than  22,000  television  programs  to  our  stations.  That 
meant  starting  at  7 a.m.  every  morning  of  the  week  and  working  until 
midnight— all  year  long . 

We  also  tried  something  new  this  year.  We  used  the  microwave  web 
to  piggyback  a stereo  FM  signal  to  our  stations.  Music  was  broadcast  in 
stereo  over  FM  while  the  picture  and  regular  audio  was  broadcast  on  TV.

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Community  Service 

Ever  jump  up  from  your  TV  set  with  a

about-thaf '?  PPTN  wants  to  help. 

We've  set  up  a Community  Service 
system  to  put  some  action  in 
TV-watching. 

The  system  consists  of  a 
statewide  coordinator  and 
professionals  at  each  station  who 
team  up  with  community  groups 
and  government  agencies.  Local 
and  statewide  issues  and  actions 
are  the  focus. 

This  year  alone,  PPTN  prepared 
23,000  copies  of  print  supplements 
aesigned  to  expand  and 
complement  subjects  covered  on 
The  People's  Business.  In  them,  we 
provided  background  for  the 
November  legislative  elections, 
looked  at  issues  for  the  debate  over 
school  finance  and  governance, 
and,  in  conjunction  with 
Pennsylvania's  WOMANKIND 
meeting,  reviewed  women's  issues 
and  provided  resource  information. 

The  third  printing  of  "A  Primer  for 
Capitol  Watchers,"  an  introduction 
to  state  government,  brought  the  to- 
tal number  distributed  to  over 
28,000.  PPTN  also  answered  hun- 
dreds of  requests  for  several  public 
affairs  publications  offered  this  year 
on  The  People’s  Business. 

In  conjunction  with  the 
broadcast  of  FOOD$EN$E,  program 
information  and  over  1 5,000  copies 
of  "A  Shopper's  Aide,''— a special 
ready-reference  for  food 


shopping— were  mailed  to  viewers, 
health  educators,  boards  of 
assistance,  and  other  interested 
groups. 

PPTN  Community  Service 
coordinated  outreach  efforts  for 
These  People,  a program 
examining  issues  behind  community 
care  for  the  mentally  disabled.  We 
gave  advice  on  a public  education 
project,  provided  help  to  the 
stations,  and  distributed  over  3,000 
copies  of  a supplementary  booklet. 

Community  service  projects 
were  also  conducted  for  The  Puzzle 
Children,  Freedom:  Then,  Now  and 
Tomorrow,  Credit:  The  6%  Illusion 
and  a variety  of  local  programs. 
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o,  "superflo"  doesn't  change  clothes  in  a phone 
ooth— if  s a means  of  tracking  audience 
lovement.  Programmers  and  public  information 
aff  met  superflo  this  year  during  the  second  phase 
f PPTN's  audience  research  project. 

Superflo  shows  how  large  public  TV's  audience 
at  any  one  time,  where  it  comes  from,  how  long  it 
ays,  and  where  it  goes  once  a program  is  over. 

Using  data  from  Arbitron  Information  on 
1 emand  (AID),  a Penn  State  research  team 
; onverted  pages  of  statistics  into  a meaningful 
, icture  of  viewer  habits  through  superflo. 

The  Penn  State  Team  also  made  a pilot  study  of 
survey  of  viewer  attitudes  and  habits . As  a 
'arm-up  to  a larger  study  next  year,  a small  sample 
udy  revealed,  among  other  things,  that  viewers: 

1 . Most  often  identified  Sesame  Street, 

weather  and  public  affairs  programs,  Mister 
Rogers’  Neighborhood,  old  movies.  The 


Electric  Company, and  Masterpiece 
Theatre  as  the  programs  they  most  recently 
watched. 

2.  Most  often  receive  their  information  about 
public  TV  programs  by  watching  on-air 
announcements.  (Newspapers, 
word-of-mouth,  and  TV  Guide  were  run- 
ners-up.) 

3.  Said  they  were  either  "very  satisfied"  (30% 
percent)  or  "somewhat  satisfied"  (60% 
percent)  with  public  TV  programs.

Public  television  receives  its 
funds  from  a variety  of  sources.  The 
largest  source  is  local  support. 
Viewer  contributions,  corporate  and 
foundation  underwriting,  and  on-air 
auctions  accounted  for  47  percent 
of  the  total  income  this  year.  School 
districts,  colleges  and  universities, 
and  local  governments  contributed 
6 percent.  The  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  through  the  PPTNC 
and  PDE  provided  29  percent  of  the 
income.  Federal  funds  accounted 
for  1 8 percent  of  the  income.
